A1GY1Y IN BL T N1)ELCUND. 

Our intelligence from tin* Army assembled in Bumlcl- 
cund, undcivtlie command of Colonel Martindcli, extends 
jjfo ^.0 late a date as the 25th of December. The aimy, it 
appears, had mart lied on the l‘2ln uhimo, from Soopaii, 
and on the 15th reached Challerpoio,—wlieie they ic- 
mained at the date, of these advices. The 6th Regiment 
of Native Cavalry from Meerut, joined them on the 2-Jth- 
and the 5th from Sahaiunpoio, ('lie only remaining corps 
Whose arrival they awaited,} was expected about the 
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oflth. AVith respect to the future movements of the Army, 
the most profound secrecy was observed at Head-Quar¬ 
ters : but, it was, the general idea throughout the Camp, 
that they would very shortly advance, and probably by 
the route of the Jleerapore ghaut. Meanwhile, the 
Horse-Aitillery had begun to move from Allahabad ; 
and report added on the 25th, that the battering train 
also had left Cal pee. The following extract of a letter, 
with which wc have been favoured, contains all the addi¬ 
tional information, that could be interesting to our 
readers. 

44 Camp , 2?>d Dec. lf; 09 . 

44 You have expected, no doubt, eicnow to have hoard 
14 of the progress of the campaign, our victories over 
44 Ameer Khan, (or Meer John as the men call him,) 
t4 and a long list of killed and wounded, with other 
4,4 things generally interesting. But, the fact is, that we 
44 do not know, if we shall have to tiie a shot or charge 
44 a bayonet. The 53d Foot left Cawnpore on the 19th 
“■ ultimo,—908 strong, including Officers, and leaving 
<1m 1 officer and 85 men sick behind.—They proceeded by 
tk easy marches, ami arrived at Soopah, the general 
411 rendezvous, on the morning of the 3d instant. It is 
44 about 125 miles from Cawnpore. The Regiments were 
4 * here brigaded ; viz. the 53d, and the 1st Battalions of 
4 * the 17(!i and 2i£d under Col. Maubey; 1st of the 19<li 
4 * and 2Gth, under Col. D’Auvergne ; and the Battalion 
ifc of light Companies, under M.i|or Kelly.—The Bii- 
4k gade of Cavalry is at present under Col. Biowu, as it 
4 ‘ consists only of his Regimcut (the 1st; ) but, on the 
44(1 arrival of the 5th and 6th Cavaljy, which will be 
4t here iu a day or two, the biigade will be under Col. 
44 Fdwiett, the senior officer. The total will then be 
44 Iwo Brigades of Infantry, vv itii the Light Battalion 
44 (at present unattached,) and one Brigade of Cavalry, 
tk besides 42 European Artillery-men, and the proportion 
4k of Ciolundauze, with ten six poundeis and four howitt 
4 * zeis. There is, moieover, a company of Pioneers. 
4 “ And, the necessary proportion of Bullock and Elc- 
4 * pliant dnvers, with the Bazar followers, iorms a body 
“■ of many thousands. 1900 :\.ilives attend our regiment 
44 alone, exclusive of the Bazar. A heavy train of ar- 
u tillery, (consisting of four eighteen pounders, four. 
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c6 twelve pounders, four mortals and two howitzers,) is 
cc at Calpce,—to follow us, should political events render 
<l it expedient. During the inarch, we were all in high 
iC spirits and are so still;—but, since our arrival near 
** C'hattcrpore from Soopali, our Brigadier has found it 

right to revive the drilling system.—as idleness might 
ic lead us info unwarlike habits, even in a camp. 

<c We do not know, when we leave Chafterpore,— 
ti which is a beautiful and fertile, but almost desert 
<£ country.” 

Accoiding to a report, w r hieh prevailed about the 
begimn g of the week, Meer Khan has sustained a second 
defeat, in .in engagement with the Nagporc forces. We 
know not how far reliance may be placed on this intel¬ 
ligence : but the accounts, winch wo have seen, from 
▼ <11 ions quarters, continue to represent that chieftain as 
still preset ufing his retreat. 

To facilitate the transit of necessaries and merchandise 
of every description, for the supply of the army under 
Colonel Close, in Berar, the Bombay Government have 
intonated their inLention, io grant porwaunahs, for the 
protection of all goods passing for that purpose, along 
the great route, from Panwell to Seroor, and from thence 
through Aurungab.ul to Jaulna. The distance between 
the latter station and the Seroor cantonments does not 
exceed lorf miles ; and tin: whole intermediate country is 
described in the Government nofihcation, as in a stata 
of perfect tranquillity.

It has 
been r,si m (.lined, we undeistand, that the king of \a- 
paul ha 1 , within ti. j '->'‘ lew years, extended 1ms domiuiou 
<jv. the whole of But wide tract of t nuilrv. w hn h 
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stretches from Napaul to Sirinagur: and, from the 
accounts of the aftairs of the Punjab which ye soma 
time ago published, it would appear, that he still conti¬ 
nued to advance, until his troops (the Goiugs) had 
come in contact with those of lluujeet Sing oil the shirts 
of the Punjab.

Letters received in the course of last week from Oudc,' 
mention a very serious commotion, which had arisen in 
the distiict of Sicrora, in consequence of the refractory 
conduct of the Rajah of Nanparah, % principal Zemindar 
in the Vizier’s dominions. Six companies of the 2d Bat¬ 
talion of the 16th Native Infantry, with 3 six pounders, 
under the command of Major Bird of that cot ps, matched 
against N T anpuiah some time ago. But, it being found 
that the Fort was of very considerable strength and pio- 
vnled with cannon, and the garrison shewing a determina¬ 
tion to stand a siege, it was afteiwards deemed neces- 
saty to order a larger force into the field. Accordingly, 
a detachment, composed of the 1st Battalion of the 6th 
Native lufantiy, six Companies of the 2d of the 16th, 
tliice Companies of the 2d of the 4th, and two of the 1st 
of the 2Lsl, with two Troops of the 3 I Regiment of Na¬ 
tive Cavalry, and a proportionate train of battering- 
guns, was formed, under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel McGrath. This detachment obtained possession 
of the Fort, without loss, on the night of the 17th ultimo; 
the rebels having decamped, under the apprehension of 
the assault, which it was purposed to attempt on the 
succeeding day. The captors found a large depot of grain, 
in the fm tress; from which it was concluded, that the 

lie .eged lnul resolved to hold out to the last, —and they- 
piohably would have done so, but for the alarm excited 
by the novel sight of battering •annon and howitzers 
served bj F.uropcans. 

in consequence of these coniniotious, the 2d Battalion 
of the 27th has been ordered to Wcrora ; where, at the 
tl ite oi om accounts, only live companies weie stationed. 
And, two companies of the 1st of the iUh aie to le posted 
at 1*, i im:!: uif, 
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Jlis Majesty’s Ship BelliqucuXy of 64 guns* bearing 
ihe Hag of Commodore Byng, reached Saugor roads ou 
Monday last, after a run of only 18 days irom Triu* 
comalee. She brings no news whatever. 

Commodore Bjng arrived ou Thursday morning in 
Calcutta, ^here he was received with a salute of eleven 
guns. 

The Belliqueux , tie understand, gives convoy to the 
fleet of Indiamen about to proceed from hence to the 
general rendezvous at Point de Gallo. The Drake fri¬ 
gate, t> whom report had assigned that sonite, was 
no longer expected to come round to Bengal.

The Bombay Gazette of the 15th ultimo apprizes us 
of the arrival at that Presidency, on the Uth, of the II. 
C. ip-captured ship Europe , Captain Gelstou, from 
Rodriguez. Before quitting the Fiench islands, the Eu- 
rope had conveyed the British wounded tioni St. 
Paul’s to Foit Duncan. The date of lu*i depai tuie from 
the latter place i-j not mentioned ; nor have we be« n able 
to ascertain, w hether she bungs any further intelligence. 
After being docked and impaired, the Europe will take 
ia another cargo for England. 

We are happy to find, that the attention of the Go¬ 
vernment of Bombay has at length been attracted, to the 
preservation of the noble remains of Oriental ait and 
antiquity, in the celebrated cav« s of Elephanta. The 
dilapidation of the images has been going forward so 
rapidly of late 3 ears, through the wanton spoliations of 
individuals, tint it has been dr cmed expedient to prohibit 
all access to the caves, without an order from the Supetin- 
tendant of Marine and Fort Major of Bombay,—to whose 
immediate ejae they have been committed. 

Aft American vessel arrived on Sunday last from th® 
island of Aden, situated at the entrance ol the Bed S*a. 
She brings letters, dated the 29th of October, from Mr. 
{Salt, late Secretary to Lord Valentia, and recently charge 
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*d with an Embassy from His Britannic Majesty to the 
King of Abyssinia. Mr. Salt was at Aden, on his nay to 
an Abyssinian port. The letters, as far. as vre have yet 
learnt, contain no news whatever. 

On Sunday last, the Cbuntry ship Europft sailed past 
Kedgeree, in her way to Vizagapatam ; where she is ap¬ 
pointed to receive on board the remaining Officers and 
Passengers of the two captured Iudiamen, in order to 
convey them to Bengal. The crews of those two ships 
have already encored on board the Mo defile fiigate, and the 
H. C. ships Ocean and Devaynes which touched there oil' 
their way down the Coast; and some of the Officers, toge¬ 
ther with all the Passengers destined for Madras, have pro¬ 
ceeded to that Presidency by the same opportunity. The 
cartel corvette, Creole, is still at Vizagapatam, refitting 
for sea. 

The present system of convoy for the Country trade 
sailing from this port, having been found inefficient for the 
piopos' 1 object, while it is productive of much constraint 
and inconvenience to the merchants, is likely, we under¬ 
stand, to be altogether abandoned. Since the enemy have 
had recourse to the expedient of sending their frigates to 
sea by squadions, the force of a single sloop of war has 
become inadequate to the security of a fleet of merchant¬ 
men ; and, it is feared, that an encounter with any of the 
enemy’s detachments, might, under the existing arrangement, 
be productive of consequences infinitely more disastrous, 
than attended their casual depredations under the old 
system. 

Public attention has for some days past been attracted,’ 
to certain discontents among the members of the Pilot 
service; which had ai isen to such a height, that, in the 
com so of the week, all the Pilot schooners quitted the 
Roa Is, and came up to town, to await the redress of their 
allulgeil grievances.—Wo are not fully acquainted with 
the ongi.i oi object ot this proceeding : but, we learn with 
pleasure, that every tiling has been settled in a satisfactory 
hi a 11 n ci, and that the Pilots have testified their readme** 
to ictuiu again to their duty.

To the Editor of the Bengal ITurk wtu. 

Sin ; 

The appropriate hut short tribute of praise, which 
your last paper has paid to the memory of Mr. Charles 
'Weston, on the very next day after that of his death, 
lias led me to believe that you might welcome more pat - 
ticulars about his character; especially, if they could 
further enable the public to assign him hispretise ami 
due place in their regrets, distinct from that claimed 
hy the common panegyrics of the obituaries of news¬ 
papers. 1 beg leave therefore to offer all the information, 
"which 1 hftve procured on the subject, from (I may say,) 
the inti nacy, with which the deceased gentleman was 
pleased to honor me, during the last eight years of his 
Jife. 

Mr. Charles Weston was bom about the 31st year of 
the last century. I say, about,—for he could not ex- 
' sictly tell his age, but within one year more or less ; — 
3 i\ consequence of the Registers of the English Churc h 
of old Calcutta having been destroyed along with the 
Church, in the furious hurricane of the 11th and 12th 
October 1737. Ilis father, first a Merchant, then Re¬ 
corder of the Mayor’s Court, was obliged, by the de¬ 
rangement of his affairs, to fly to France, where he 
died, and could not give much education to his sou 
lieyond the lirst rudiments of language. Very foi innate¬ 
ly, however, he thought of nutting him an apprentice to 
Mr. Ifolwell, then a Surgeon ; a cii enmstam e winch na¬ 
turally contributed to oulaigc his mind. Young Weston 
served the whole time of hi** engagement, and then atfa< h. 
<‘d himself to his patron from iinlmation. He followed 
3iim once to Europe, between 17-10 and 50. Mi. Ilol- 
-well’s abilities having raised him irom the piatfite of 
medicine to the highest ranks of the Civil Sen in-, .Mr. 
"Weston was also induced to change b*» pursuits. — Besides, 
although he generally applied his fortune, when once 
acquired, more to the use of others than to lu> own, lie 
•corns to have been oai \y impiesscd with an idea of the 
necessity of acquiring one; and,—‘ 4 what could f ex- 
pect,” said he, “ from following the ir-dieal lino, 
<f when I saw a rcgular-hm! Siugeoo ami so clever 
a man as Mr* Hoi well chuige no more in his bills 
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fC thin fifty rupees for three months medicin' 1 and at- 
4< tendance.” He the ?, eI.) 11 * applmd himself to Hook- 
koi'pni'j. He s#m wnl n :i mi'iin.m in, m t!»u f)!d Fort, 
in 1 7 )() : but, foi hiu itely for too m ruv necessitous whom 
i w * lived efterwauU lo ii'.Msf. !i<* was sent to look after 
Mr. Holwell’s bn ;:;ai;c-boats the day before the Fort 
smi tendered.

We-don used own 
thou t o cut. >t. i.u Jus friends re-* ulai 1 r , oiwu oi 
weeh ; a c.utoi.i wlni'i he followed mj ronWaiitl} : th.it, 
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even on the day of his death, twenty.four persons had 
been invited to his table. Mr. Weston saw all his four 
daughters, (on whom he had, at their marriage, bestowed 
most liberal settlements,) perish in the prime oflifd. His 
only son; who survives him, lost his mental faculties, a 
little time after his return from Europe, where nothing 
had been spared for his education. And his wife has also 
preceded him to the grave. Mr. Weston met these mis¬ 
fortunes with fortitude. lie once laboured for seven 
years under an asthmatic complaint, of which he was 
cured by the use of Ipeca, and by removing to tho 
country, where he passed the thirty last years of his 
life. About 1782, he retired from business ; and never 
afterwards was once tempted to add any thing to his 
fortune, even by the simple accumulation of interest ; 
hut devoted the remainder of his life to social enjoyments, 
and to the relief of the poor, His manner of disposing 
of his riches was invariably thus. The pioiits of the 
Tirctta bazar he applied to his own expcnccs. The test of 
his fortune had been invested in Company’s paper, &of 
that the w hole interest was distributed in monthly allow¬ 
ances to the indigent of all nations, classes and religions^ 
without distinction. Mr. Ilol well found himself reduced, 
in old age, to apply to his pupil’s friendship and gene¬ 
rosity : and Mr. Weston tendered him, tor the last twelve 
years of his life, the assistance which that great man had 
so well deserved from his Country. This fact, which, 
would not have disgraced the account given of JVlr. Hol- 
well in the Asiatic Ltegistcr of 98*9, has appeared first in 
print, to m} knowledge, in the Mirror of this wLrk. 
Although he was a kind friend, and was fond of render¬ 
ing little service to all his acquaintances, he confined his 
bounty to the necessitous only ; and, in order to be 
less deceived on that score, he had made to himself a 
rule, from white he seldom deviated, not to graut pen¬ 
sions of above 30 its. per month, flis last illness began 
in September; and, he passed through the painful stage* 
of it with unshaken resignation. So far back as Octobei, 
he had separated himself from all kinds of business, and 
kep,t himself in readiness for his final departure. lie has 
left a lac of rupees by will, as a fund for the poor ; but, 
uxjike so many who never think of parting with any part 
of their money but at their death, his last and easiest 
at t of charily falls much short of those which he per¬ 
formed when ajivd- 
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Humanity, mildness, patience, chearfulncss, candor, 
activity, sense, and firmne^ (partaking at times of in. 
flexibility,) made up his character; which was p.s cor. 
sistent as any 1 have known. Expose*! often to impor¬ 
tunity and artifice, he knew how to resist the one and 
to see through and defeat the other. Although his stock 
of information was more derived from business than from 
any other source, lie possessed in a high degree, the 
art of conversation ; and his manners, though unadorn¬ 
ed by early education, had received from his excellent 
"understanding aad heart, a polish which fitted him 
for the best circles. His eccentric simplicity, manage¬ 
ment of his health, skill and temper in diversifying his 
pleasures, would have done honor to a philosopher. In 
short, his address' roust have been uncommon, who, 
though possessed* of every thing that is envied, could spin 
out a life of 78 years, without creating, as - far as I 
know, a single enemy, and could be at once expen¬ 
sive, rich and happy such a long course of worldly 
experience never inducing him to restrain his inexhaustible 
benevolence. 

It was difficult to live within the sphere of this man, 
without sooner or later benefiting bv it; and I have been 
under some obligations to the good man whom 1 have 
thus undertaken to pourtray. They were not such, 
however, as, when known, eonld expose my pen even 
to the suspicion of llattory. I have not the least doubt of 
my simple talc meeting with the assent of the many, who 
knew him ; and 1 hope it may be repealed by some, 
in a manner more w orthy of the subject. The propriety 
of our admiiation for the brilliant atchievements of 
Warriors and Statesmen is still problematical with the 
thinking part of mankind ; but, all men wdli concur, 
I Imuk, in the praise of a man, who walked 
in the private paths of life, to the advantage of num¬ 
bers, to the annoyance of none; and who, in the 
particular inode of conduct he adopted, has left an evam. 
pie which he had received from no one, and which it 
must be the wish of Society at large to see imitated.

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SUPREME COURT or JUDICATURE. 

TUEtQJTf DECEMBER 19 , 1809 .

Thfc£ djty at. noon* the Judge* of the Supreme Court 
fciet by Appointment, to consider of the sentence* to be 
passed on the different prisoners, convicted in the course 
of the Sessions. These sentences we shall now proceed to 
detail; reserving for a future occasion, sach of the remain, 
iug trials, as have appeared tb us worthy of report. 

The Court opened, a little after 2 £, M., A James 
Tiihbourne y who had been found guilty, oil the first day 
of the Sessions, of an Assault add False Imprisonment, 
was brought up for judgment. An affidavit, in mitigation 
of punishment, was previously delivered in by his Counsel. 
It stated, that the prisoner hag at one time, by his indua. 
try, accumulated a fortune of nearly 80,000 ilupecs ; but 
that he had latterly been reduced to comparative indigence, 
chiefly through the neglect hud misconduct of the Plaintiff 
in the action ; and, that any considerable protraction of 
his imprisonment, beyond the term fi.\ed by his former 
sentence, would be attended with his total ruin. The. 
Chilf Justice then proceeded to address the prisoner, Uk 
the toiluwiug effect :

“ Vou have been tried and convicted, on an indictment 
u for the Assault and Imprisonment of>ue Jlamdooioll;

The speech cf the Chief Justice, in passing sentence 
of death on Herbert Styles and Christian Kleyn h (the two 
seamen convicted of Piracy,) shall be given in our next, 
together with the details of their trial* With this, the 
business of the Sessions closed. The two ,Malays, who 
were found guilty of a Murder committed on the High 
Sells, were remanded to pi i on ; and their sentence sus¬ 
pended, until the Court shall determine a question, that 
has arisen, with respect to the extent of their own jurisdio* 
tion,— and, probably, until the twelve Judges shall bh con¬ 
sulted. The question, we understand, is no other, than, 
whether a foreigner committing a crime against a foreigner, 
and in a foreign vessel, upon the high seas, be amenable 
to a British Court of Admiralty. 

The Prisoners acquitted during the Sessions being dis¬ 
charged b proclamation, the Court rose. 

On Tuesday se’eunight, Joseph Kennedy stood in the 
pillory, at the entrance of the Lol Bazar, from the hour of 
4 until 5 P. M. in conformity with his sentence as did 
Tulloch: Roy and Rumchuniler Paulet on the Thursday, 
and Rammohun Komaur and Joynarrain Komaur on the 
Saturday following.

We have been favoured with the perusal of a letter from 
Bangalore, d ited the 19 th of December. The General 
Court-Martial had then been sitting for ‘20 days, without 
intermisPion ; anti, a« far as could be judged, there was lit¬ 
tle prospect of thpir proceedings being closed, within a 
shorter time than six months, Bight Officers in all had 
come to Bangalore to stand their trial, on charges connect¬ 
ed with the laic commotions at the stations of the Madras 
Army. 

Tiie first trial which came on, was thal of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bell; who, during the period in question, was the 
Senior Officer in command of I he g,; i ism of Scroigapa^in. 
The purport of the chaiges, brought a,'ms Jum, was as 
follows;—1. For heading a most alarming and dangerous 
Mutiny lgam-d the Government of Fort St. George; and, 
2 . Foi hung on the troops of His Majesty and the 11 onota¬ 
ble Company, on the Llift of August last. Lie uler ait. 
Colonol Bell clove 1 ld*> riefcjicc on the I7lh ultimo, ai f er 
a trial of eighteen days duration. The defeuco was drawn 
up by M \ Marsh, and is said to have been a most able 
production. Of the sentence of the Court, nothing of 
course can be known, until it shall be promu’gated in 
General Orders. Several of the OUlcers, who had been 
called to Bangalore to give evidence in Colonel Bell’s 
case, had returned to Seiingapatam.

In an account of the reduction of two small fortresses in 
the neighbourhood of Loodeaunah, which appedieiim the 
Hurkaru of the 21st of November, tlmte occurred one 
or two topographical errors, which were of no essential 
consequence in themselves, but which (as an oppoitunity 
has offered) wo think it our duty to correct. The name 
of the place, which was first unsuccessfully assaulted by 
our troops, and afterwards evacuated by the enemy, was 
notKuinice (as by an error of the press, it was called,) 
but Koomree ; and the ditch, by which it was defended, 
was not a wet but a diy one. It was also erroneously 
stated, that the other village, evacuated at the same time 
by J oud Sing’s people was the stiongest of the two, 
and gariisoned by a force of 3000 men. Neither of th»*se 
circumstances accords with the fact. Koomree, (thiiigK 
the weaker fortress in the estimation of the Nativis.) is 
deemed, according to the European piinciples of foitifi. 
cation, considerably superior in stiongth to the other. 
And, it appears, that the garrison of 3000 men, assigned 
by our account to one of these fortresses, did in lact oc. 
Copy neither, but was stationed in nnothti town, at no 
great distance, within the actual tei ritoiies of Joud Sing,—. 
(tne chieftain, from whose usurpation our troops were em« 
ployed to rescue the places in question.)

We have received 
very ample documents on the subject; but 
time will permit us to present our readers, with 
fly of their contents, in this day’s publication.*-* 

,concerned to say, that they fully confiim every 
jClMnittStance stated in our first advices, with aggravations, 
which, were they not substantiated by the most uiu|iiesri» 
onable authoiity, we should have been <dow to ciedit,—< 
and that they prove the contraiy assertions propagated at 
Madias by the people ot the Creole , to have been utter* 
ly false* 


It was by this very CoTvette, the Creole , that all tha^ 
mischief was effected. hhe was ‘•c nl in hy M. IHnime’in, 
Commodore of the Frencli squadron, to plunder lupanoo- 
ly ; and landed her people on the i.-land, on the 11th of 
October. They remained theie until the 21st ; rml, dur¬ 
ing the inteival, destroyed every vestige of property, whe¬ 
ther public or private, at the settlement. The house of 
Mr. Prince, the Resident, & eveiy thing valuable belong, 
ing to him, (not excepting his b^ohs and papers,) they 
compiitted to the flames. They destroyed the fort and 
guns, burned the town,—and, in short, did not leave a 
•ingle hut standing on the island. 

Mr. Prince himself happened at I his time to he at Fort 
Marlborough; and received the fiis>t intelligence of th# 
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destruction or his property, while at Fadang, on hf« 
return to Tappanooly. >1 is assistant, Mr. Hayes, who 
had been left m charge >’ the Residency, was treated by 
the Fienehmen with the most brutal inhumanity, and 'has 
been carried away on one of the frigates, as a prisoner of 
war, tu ‘he Isle of France, it appears, that the enemy 
had conceived an idea, that the place contained a prodi¬ 
gious treasure, m gold and othei specie ; and nothing 
could he said or done would ccnunce them to the cont^i|^| 
They accused Mr. Hayes of haviag secreted this 
ty ; "and made the accusation a pretext for the tycji ^ 
their subsequent conduct. For five days toggj' 
they were lan^ackn.g the settlement, he was de 
board in close confinement; not permitted to ^ 
olhee, in aider to arrange or preserve the papar^ 
the use of clean cloathes; and kept even 
heubions for his life,—which they actually tkr«Msei 
take away, on the first alarm that might be 
Malay s. 

At Tappanooly, the French found a vessel 
Friendship, (the property, we believe, of a gentleman'■&£ 
Somalia,) laden with a valuable and select cargo from thus 
Coast. She had arrived there on the 21 instant, and fell* 
wnh the settlement, into the hands of the enemy. The 
Idoi k ami cargo of the Friendship are insured, we be¬ 
lli ve, in Calcutta, for 32,000 Rupees. 

After completing their wo k‘ot d< strnction, the Fri¬ 
gates stood away trom the coast to the northward ; having 
lust put their prisoner;* on boaid a small cap'med vessel, 
(the Lady William Bentinck.) and sent hei with them to 
lhidang. 

Besides the Ladif Bentinck, (which belongs, we believe, 
to Madras,) the Orient of this puit, chartered by Go¬ 
vernment for the public service, together with a s nail ves¬ 
sel named the Minto, had previously been captured off 
the West Coast by thp same squadron. The Bug Fajoum 
rite. Captain Gillespie, leached Tappanooly, fio.n hence, 
on (he 1st of .November;—foituuatoly, a week too lata 
for the fate whuh she must otherwise have met. Shu pro¬ 
ceeded from thence to Parking ;—whins she was left ail 
well ou the 17th of the same month. 
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EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM FORT MARLBOROUGH^* 

November 7, 1800. 

c< Since the letter, which gives cover to this, was writ-* 

(t ten, we have had a visit from the French to the north-* 

“ ward. They have captured the Friendship, Lady lien<* 

4< ttnek , Orient , and 1 believe, one mote vessel. 1'hey 
44 also took'J'appauooly ;—where they behaved extreme- 
4< ly ill, burning Mr. Prince’s house, cutting down all 
44 the trees, destroying the Malay Bazar, and every thing 

on the island. They then went to the mam; — des- 
^Upyed there, Mr. Prince’s stables, See. &c. carried off J 
two assistants, am! burui his books and papers. Mr. 
u prince had left this, some time ago, for Tappanooly ; 
^ heard of his misfortunes, on his ariival at Padang. 

* ** The French gave up the ZWy Bcntinck to the prisoneis 
/JP who, amounting in all (European and Native) to 
yffi foboat #0, have arrived at Padang. The French squa- 
fflPflwm consists of La Manche of 44 g«n9, Venus of 44 
* 4 guns, and Creole of 1‘2 guns. The latter is the ves- 
44 fiel, which went in and did the mischief at Tappa- 
44 nooly. The Commodore says, that the Cteole had 
44 no orders from him, to behave in the rnannei she did.’’ 

It is natural for every in an, whose mind partakes of ihe 
common sentiment ot national glory, to think aiul f* eL 
with some degree of veal and partiality, on all occasions, 
however tiivial, wlieie the arms of Ins countrymen are 
concerned. But there are exploits, of a naivne, which 
no man of honourable feelings can envy. And, we arc 
proud to believe, that few Englishmen are to be found, who, 
In such an enterprise as the sack of Tnppanouly, would not 
rather have been the sufferers than the inllictois. 

By the dawk received on Friday from Madras, we 
have the mortification to learn, that the Fiench Fiigate, 
liellone , which sailed from the Mauritius about the middle 
of September, has captured Ills Majesty’s Ship Victor , 
Captain Stopford,—the Portuguese Fugate Minerva , Cap¬ 
tain Ignacio Pinto,—and two small Country ships from 
Madras, the Resolution, and Admit aJ Drury. With the 
exception of the lastmentioncd vessel, (which the JB»l~ 
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tone foil in with, in the latitude of Madras,) th«J were 
all taken off the Sand-heads, in the month of November. 

The defence made by the factor and by the Miner- 
*ua, was highly honourable to both ships. The Lady of 
Capt. Pinto remained on deck, during the whole action be¬ 
tween the Minerva and Betlone , and received a wound, 
of which she died m a few da) s afterwards 

The Prisoners, to the number of from 3 to 400, were 
put on board the Admiral Drury , in which vessel they 
have ariived at Point d.e Galle.

Ireen fully mote regular and ample, than, under every cir, 
cumstance, could well have been expected. 

Information had reached the Bundelcund Army, of the 
arrival of Colonel Close on the left bank of the Nerbud* 
duh, with a force of 10,000 men from Hydrabad. A report 
came into Camp on the 22d, stating that this force had. 
overtaken Ameer Khan ; and that an engagement had 
followed, in which the Mahratta chieftain had either bceu 
slain or mortally bounded. To this report considerable 
credit appears, in the first: instance, to have been attached ; 
—but letters of a subsequent date speak of it in very 
doubtful tc ms. Contiadirtory rumours on that and simi¬ 
lar subjects were daily coming in ; and, while one account 
detailed with confidence the circumstances of the Khan’s 
defeat and death, another represented him as safely quar¬ 
tered in Seronge, and a third as on his march to Kotah 

Bjoiulee. 

This latter place, (a place very remote from the posi¬ 
tion of either of the British detachments,) was understood 
to bo the present resilience of Jeswunt llao llojkar,— 
who c e mental and corporeal infirmities still continued to 
preclude him, from faking any personal part in the ad¬ 
ministration of that branch of the Mahratta Empire. 

YYe noticed in a former number, the inarch and suc<e s* 
ful operations of a detachment of Light Infantry ami 
Horse, under the command of Major Kelly, against the 
Invading force of Gopaul Sing in the South-east quaiter of 
Bimdelcuud. Some further details however of that expe¬ 
dition have sinci been communicated to us; which, Jffe 
think, mjy not Lj altogether uninteresting to our roarers. 
The detachment, » insisting cf a Squadron and Galloper 
from the 5'h Native Cavalry, under the command of Cap. 
tain Clarke, of the 4th Light infantiy Battalion, and a 
party of ten Pionet.s commanded by a llavildar, marched 
from Chatterpore on the 6th of January, aud encamped on 
the same day at Geheel-ke-Taul, a dista .ee of about foui- 
teew miles. Qa the following day, they mgde 4 fotcml 
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SnarrTi of twenty-three miles, and crossed the Kayn nrer 
at Hajghaut. Owing to the extraordinary length of the’ 
match, and the extreme difficulty ot the ford, the Gal* 
loner was not conveyed to the opposite sidfc until Sunset, 
and its transpo»taticn was only then effected by the great 
personal exertions of the Sepoys,—there being no foot¬ 
ing for the horses attached to it. The party having two 
very rugged arid steep ghauts before them in their next 
inarch, it was found indispensibly necessary, to bait 
duiing the 8th. On the fltlr, they began to ascend tlie 
difficult passes of Merilah and Buderah ; but, meeting 
with innumerable impediments, their progress during 
that day did not exceed twelve miles. They encamped 
at Menour-ke-Taul; from whence they marched on thef 
30th, a distance of eighteen miles, to Kokherettee. There 
they found all the public buildings, the Officers’ bun* 
galows, and in short the whole of the cantonments, com, 
pletely destrojed by Gopaul Sing’s people. Early 
in the morning of the 11th, Major Kelly marched in 
the direction of Kutwerah ; giving out, that he intend¬ 
ed taking up his ground there on that day. After 
advancing about ten miles however, he suddenly took 
the route of Silecha and Gnnj, in the hope of sur¬ 
prizing Gopaul Sing, who was reported to have taken post 
at these places, with a body of about 3,000 Infantry, 500 
Cavalry, and 5 guns. After a march, however, of from 
sixteen to seventeen miles, he had the mortification to find, 
that Gopaul had obtained previous intelligence of his 
movement,—had sent off his guns on the preceding day, 
— & had himself, with the whole of his people, fled up the 
second range of ghauts, by the Mootmoorroo and Gulkhoo 
na &SlfeA . The Detachment enedlnped atSileeha, the position 
whiW Gopaul Sing had abandoned, ami the chiei residence 
of that chieftain below the ghauts. 

On the 12lh, about 1 P. M., some of the spiev having 
brought intelligence that Gopaul Sing had established three 
posts between the Gulkhoo pass and Sileeha, consisting* 
of ibout six hundred Infantry and from two to three 
hundred Cavalry, Major Kelly instantly proceeded, with 
his troop of Horse and two companies of the Light Batta¬ 
lion, in the hope of cutting them off. The advance of this 
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party was so rapid, that tlmy found the fires of the Enemy 
Still burning at the dilfereut posts ns they came up, theif 
victuals .strewed all along the load, rind every other maik 
indicative o( n pr cipilat® flight. The posts were passed, 
and the Enemy pnisutwl to the foot of the second rang® 
of ghauts. Major Kelly’s instructions precluding him 
from advancing fmthei, Hie Detachment rested tor about 
half an hoot, and then returned to Camp. Every filing 
practicable having first been done, to impair the strength 
of the Enemy’s [osfs, M <j >r Kelly detached Captain 
Hay, with two companies ot Eight Infantry and a party 
of Cavalri, to Ghonore, for the puipose of keeping in 
check an v of Cop ml king’s people, who might attempt to 
invade the t"\e) country fiom the Privec or Pcpr reeah 
passes; and, leaving Captain Fraser, with anothei De¬ 
tachment f two f onipames of Foot and thirty Horsemen, 
at Sileeha, in older to tranquillize the ap reheut-io.is of 
the inhabitants, until the arrival of the 1st Buftal ion oi (lie 
16th at Kokheu lire, lie himself, with the main body, 
maidied on fh 11th to lejoin Colonel Martindell. 

Daring their march, the loite was still so disposed, as 
elfectn.illy to covet the ghauts. Tin vencamped on the 1 IHi 
at Antiei heedcah, about thirteen nub s (tom Sileoln; and, 
on the I5ih, the}' hiic joined again at llenuuie*, b) Cap¬ 
tain lla\ and Ins division. Oil the 10th, they re-cio^sed 
the rivrr K twi. at Uoedha ghaut ; ami, altei a match, 
of fi*t< en miles, they pitched fheii tents at Simoieeah. On 
the 17th, they lorded tlm Eyt.nah at AumgliJUl, and en¬ 
camped at Bowai : nheie, alM .t an Iumii ,» f ti i their ar¬ 
rival, liny weie ovc ruken bv Captain Fra^ei’s patty, On 
the 18lh, they passed i lose to 1 he I.u ge town of II til tali ;

The Hon’ble the Governor in Council has been pfiafed to 
dire£i, that the following letter, from the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General, under date the ill of December laft, {hall 
be pubhfiied in orders. , 

The Hon'bit Jonathan 1 Duncan, Governor in Council 

&c, &i. Bombay, 

Hon'ble Sir,. 

I have had the honor of receiving your letter of 31ft 051 o« 
her, together with its enclofures, containing the proceeding* 
held by the Commander in Chief of the Forces ferving under 
the prefidency of Bombay, for obtaining a formal difavowal of 
the fabricated Paper which purported to be a pronnfe of fupporc 
to the difaffe£fed part of the Coaft Army, in the lumc of the 
officers of your efLblifhment, and which lnd been uruilated by 
the Committees on the Coaft, with a view to promote the fuccefi 
of the criminal trani'afttons in winch they were engaged. 

The refult of this mveftigation is entirely agreeable to my 
firm and confident expectations, and is highly lausiattory to my 
mind, as it mud be to that of every man who feels a warm con¬ 
cern either in the public interells, 01 in the honour of the 
Bombay army. That honor, has ever b.*.en, and I am affured 
will ever continue unfulhed, by any deviation, from the pureti 
principles of the military character. 

Neither the inquiry inftiruted by Major General Jones, ref. 
jpecHng that contemptible fabrication, nor the fubfeqnent tranfrnii- 
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(ton nf the fame fcandalous Paper, from the Supreme Go- 
.^vcrMn'n*, were founded in dtftruff, or conveyed any indications 
,fi>C fjfji'inn; but the unhippy circumdances of that extraor- 
tlu.i!-/ and lamentable period, indifpenfab'y required the cc ni, 
,jn>iru ation of fuch a document, to the refpe&ible b* dy of men, 
whafe fentunents and conduft it mifteprefented ir a mirM fo 
jJanderOut towards them, and fo prejudicial to the pi<b >c p> ir« 
and fecurity—lf that ebvioufly necefldiy nieafure had 
omitted, Government would on one hand, have depiived (he 
army of Bombay, of an opportunity to repel fo foul and fo trea¬ 
cherous an imputation, and to give utterance to their own true, 
tod honorable fern iraents, in a moment of public anxiety, and a- 
larm, and on the other, would have left the fomentors of public 
trouble, in twflelfion of a formidable Engine, aflually emp oyed 
■wiih much diligence, and nojt without feme fuccefs, f r mifieading 
the pub!: mind, and flrengthening the hands of drsaffetlzo.* 
and revolt. 

I derive therefore, the grealeft fatisfafrion, from obferving, 
tba* (wiih an exception or two, entirely unwonhy of notice,! the 
whole body of the Bombay army, in difowning all fcllowflup, 
with thofe who had forgot their du y, has confirmed the high 
reputation, which has ever been attached to it, and I cannot con¬ 
clude without requeding you to convey to the members of the 
Bombay military eftablifhment the finccre and cordial exprefiion 
of thofe femim<*r»ta of refpeft, regard and confidence, which I 
have ever profefled, and (hall ever retain for that dillingu fhed 
pnnion of ihe Company’s forces and that highly meritorious body 
of Bru.fh officers.

We have already announced the fall of the fort of Shinaaf*„ 
The fuice by which this enterprise was accomplifhed, failed 
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from Mufcat on the «|th of December Lift »imI arrived at 
Shinaafs on the evening of the 31ft* In this expedition 
the* Englilh were accompanied by nearly 4000 of the lifr- 
sum's 11 oops. The fort was fumntoned to furrender 5 add 
on refufal was bomba r ted by the fbipe and gun boats. If* 
fi nation however being too diftanc to admit of fuch a mode 
of »t»ack being efficacious, the troops arete landed on the 
morning of the ad January about £ a mile to the Southward 
of th- twn, on a fandy beach, wftieh 1* overflowed daring 
high fpiii g tides and a fourherly wind; the pofittoft was 
an excellent one, as they had a,back water running parallel 
to the f? 4 about 40 yards tn front. The lot a urn's troops wero 
jKstfd on the felt of the Biitilh. 

A iaj-inch mortar, with a couple of held pieces went 
tiiken acrofs the creek, with an intention of attacking the 
fort on its Southern fide, when a party of the enemy'* 
cavalry nude their appealance from the woods which* rutl 
along the coaft, about a mile diftanc from the fea and cofo* 
menced an attack ; hut they were at length put to flight 
by the advanced parry. This circumftance which (hewed 
that this plan of operations was expo fed ro frequent inter, 
ruptious or this kind, determined Lieutenant Colonel Smith 
to change his plan. He accordingly entrenched himfelf in 
1 lie pofi'ion abovementioned, and erefled a battery againft 
the fea face of the fort. The zeal of Captain Wainewrjghc 
foon lined this battery with twenty four pounders, one 
twelve pounder cannonade and three brafs twelve poun¬ 
ders from the fleer, in addition to yhe three field pieces 
belonging to the detachment. A very heavy fire was op. 
ened at ilay break, on rh* 3d, and between 9 and 10 o'clock 
a orach was made in the curtain, and fliortly afietwards 
00c id the towers of the fort fell in. The guns were then 
din died to the other towers, from which however, 
it wa« found impoffihle to drive the enemy. Two o'clock 
was the hour appointed for ilorming ; in which a body of 
400 of the Iin>urn*a troops were to affift. While the diffe- * 
rent detachments were taking up their Rations of attack, 
the Iirnunt Hoops front mifunderftandtng the orders, got 
btfote the Bntifh and entered the breach firft, but our fol- 
diets obferviug this foon got up to them and pa (Ted them ; 
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on which the readily yielded up the remaining 

labor and honor of the day. 

1 By live O'clock the fort was intirely furrendered, and 
fiiOrtly afterwards was giver up to the Imaum*' troops. 

»* It is impoffible to comero late a more obdinate refif. 
tanee than was made by tlie emmv in this polition. Hi» 
defences were nearly battered to ruins and the greateft part 
'of bis Garrifo* lay around i. mangled heaps; ft*ll in »hiss 
"hopelefs condition* while the hvdy of his fort w.s occupied 
by the Brififli and Imaumces, hi* perfevered, at evcryJtK leaft 
cefation of mufleetry to fire upon them from two ot his Tow. 
4Sttf which were nOtt fufficiently deftroyed to ad.iot of an 
fixiinediate diflodgement. Every attempt to Ica’c. thefe 
Towers was made in vain ; every accef- to them w is 
Wrongly harricadned & defended by long f( ears, with fhowers 
large {tones from their tops. Evening was now f-ft ^p. 
yroaching, when humanity and every other confident ion 
calling for a termination to fuch a dreadful feene of carnage, 
the few furvixors in the fotr were called upon to fur mi< r 
and favc their lives. Death fooner than fubmKfion w*s the 
anfwsr they lent. Two 11 pounders ar>d 3 pieces were now 
brought up from the battery and a heavy lire wi h double 
f©ot was opined clofe under the towers in order to level 
them. The enemy 0ill kept up his fire and f '*incd deter, 
mined to bury hirr.felf in the ruins. The Hand grenades 
and fire balls which were made ufe of, were returned upon 
the Britifh beiore they rc uld bur ft with deliberate reftduri. 
on. As the towers were rapid ! y filling in and every foul 
mull in a (liort time h ive p/nihed, tlic filing was ordered to 
ceafe ami another eft nt made io {.tve their lives. 

Happily one nun auq glinted with the Fnglilh character at 
length came iutwjid, ^rd aft**r reiter;*»cd .iirusaiu.es of pro. 
teftion, the lem iiudvr were through this man's means pre¬ 
vailed upon i.» furindef.

We are happy to find that our lofs was trifling, amount, 
ino only to one killed and «i wounded ; amongft the latter 
are Licuts. W. C. Harvey and H, Taylor of H. M, 6|th

The lofs of the enemy was 400 killed. *

H. did not think it prudent to ke< p pofftflion of it. 


It is a fource of fatisfa&ion to refleft that in the approach.' 
!ng conflidl with Meer Khan, ihe firicilh arms may beconte 
the inlltument of divine vengeance in punifhing the blacked 
crimes that can flain human nature, atrocious murder and 
facnlegious perjury. 

The following anecdotes is of recent date and frefh in the 
jnemorits of thofe who were neat the bloody feene of action, 
having an impieflion upon every nvnd which muft prove 
fd'al to that fanguinary Chieftain in the day of danger and 
adverfity. 

Maun Sing the prefent Rajah of Jodepoor has been for 
fonie time p.tll engaged in a conflift With his tributaries, 
and principal chieftains, who in combination with the Rajah 
of Jr) poor, fupport the claims of an infant foil of the late 
Rajah llheen Sing, but born after the death of that Piince. 

Finding himfclf deprived of his dominions and driven for 
refuge to a Fortrcfs near Jodepoor, Maun Sing called in the 
sdfiftaricc of Mcer Khan, who was at that period in the fer- 
vice of Holkar. 

The reinforcement however proved infufficient, to ena¬ 
ble him to cope with fo powerful a combination, and he f«v 
liimfelt reduced to the neceffiry of either furrendenng or 
removing fome of his moll uoweiful opponents by ftratagem; 
this he propofed to Mcer Khan who inftantly coufented to 
become the initruiaent Qf treachery under certain condition* 
of remuneration. 
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.» This fcheme w,a* facilitated by the feparation of the Com- 
hioed chiefs, who had laid wade the count) y, and were reiur. 
ning to Pokfvm the Capital of Sewsee Sing;, who led 'the 
coothinatiot)^aqd the Joypoor troops were at the fame tune 
called to cooperate with the Krittfh Army in Hindnftan. 

In execution of his dark defjgns, Merr Khan under Pre* 
fence of being difgufted with Maun Sing's condufl, left Jodc. 
«#or, with every appearance of rage and difeontent and offered 
itia fer vices to Suwaee Sing as anxious to avenge his own 
Wrongs by affociating with that party. 

''The Rajpor chiefs however doubting his fincerity refcjui. 
%d*hitn to give'prosf of it by dedroying (ome of the neigh,. 

J pouring villages belonging to JodepOor; to which he con- 
entrd without hefiuuon, iccretly conveying the intelligence 
to Maun Sjiig.^ 

This left being dill deemed infufficient, Meer Khan, in 
rhe mod folemn maimer at the torrtb of a celebrated Sainr, 
invoked the name oi God, the Koran and the bairn to wimefs 
his fincerity, 

Suwaee Sing now no longer doubting, ihry exchanged Tur¬ 
bans, the mod faertrd and uncquivoc-l pledge of frirndlhip, 
amd Mcer Khan invited him with the other Chieftains to per¬ 
uke of an entertainment in his C^mp. 

Although drongly urged by 1ms confederates to beware of 
treachery, Suwaee Sing accepted the invitation, declaring u 
to be his belief that after fuch folemn vows, IV'eer Khan coU'd 
not poffihly p»ove fake. 

The other Chitfuins of the party finding their efforts to 
detain their leader .veil* ail tiuitkfs, returned to theirrefpec- 
tive Camp s, while ^invaee blng piccecdcd wish Meet Khan, 
accompanied by 500 Guards rnd attcnd.'ii's, and JuggntSirg, 
a near reUtiou, who was rdolved to diaie the laic which he 
alfo had foiefecn, but had endeavoured in vain to avert. 

1 he previous arrangement# for this dreadful Tragedy dif- 
play in theftrongeft colours the Monftcr who directed them. 

A Tent of uncommon fiate called a dulbaiiJul was thorough¬ 
ly foaked wnh water to render it heavierj men were il.uion- 
«d at each of the topes, who upon a pieconccucil fignal were 
to cut them, and a parly of aimed Soldiers at uund were iu- 
fli uCted to fin.fli the ftene. 
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On arriving at th« eneampimhit SuWaee Stages Guards 
diffcxfcd themfelves, and he, with his relation Jaggut Sing 
snd a confiderable number of his Officers, entered the ' Tent* 

After fifing a short tint in friendly conmfation, MfcUr 
Khan on Tome fi ght pietencc left the Tent, rtqneftirjg hip 
pm fts to excufe hi* temporary abfence; two of his relatione 
alfi' who were feated on each fide of Juggut Sing, attempted 
to life and follow, but were detained by that chief, who 
infifb d, in a jocular manner, on their remaining.

Meer Khan feeing the irnpoflfibility of fa v tag his relation,' 
gave the fi al fignal, and the immenfe Tent was fodde^ly 
dropped upon the afletobly. 

The guards ftationed without, immediately commenced 
the m4 fiacre by firing a volly upon the tent, end then with 
the fword butchered all those who endeavoured tdefcape 1 . 

Juggtit Smg on the firft alarm of the tent Falling, difpatck* 
ed with two bl>ws of his dagger the relations of Mctr Khagl 
on each fide of him, then drew his fword and cpt his way 
through the tent and did not fall until he had killed many 
of his bluod.thirfiy alLflins.

The safe arrival of the valuable fleet of ships Trots 
China and Manilla, which for some weeks past has bent 
so much a subject of anxiety to the mercantile world, wa* 
notified to the public by the India Gazette of Monday 
last. The Manilla ships sailed from that place, under‘ 
convoy of His Majesty’s Sloop of War the Hurracnu(a 9 
on the 29th of November. On the IQth of the ensuing 
month, they entered the Straits, and a^ived at Malacca 
on the 13lh. After a stay of 3 days, ihty put to sea a- 
gain’, anil reached Penang on the 23d. They were there 
joined by the ships bound iiom China *o Pengal, which 
had formed part of the convoy of the Dedaigrteuse ,* and 
the whole together sailed in piobecution of their voyage, 
on the 29th of December, under charge of the Frigates 
J) oris and For. The Dorrs remained in company until 
the OthuCTUo ; when she returned to Penang. The Spanish 
Ship t r icto< id and the Country Ship Junes Huijour, both 
bound to Madras, pm ted on the 13th. The tiade for 
Bengal came on witii the Fox, and reached Calcutta, after 
a tedious passage ol 40 days. 
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The only ves'ets seen by any of the above ships, in tho 
course of their passage, *>vere the Pheeton Frigate, and., 
the Hops , Captain Don (Is, of this port.—The former 
fell, in with the Manilla shi^s, on the 9th of December, 
near the entrance of the btraits of Malacca; and was. 
again seen by them on the 10th current, off the Sand- 
heads. The latter was spoken with, all well, on the 18th 
of December, as the Fleet were passing Pedro Branco. 

The latest advices, received at Penang from this Pre¬ 
sidency, had been forwarded by the way of Malacca; 
where the Hope touched, in her voyage to China. The 
Brig Martha , which left Ibis port for Penang, previous 
to the departure of the //ope, not having reached her des¬ 
tination so late as the 29th of December, apprehensions 
were entertained for her safety. 

No intelligence had been received either at China or 
Penang of the II. C. Ship True Briton , subsequent to the 
gale, in which she was left by the Cumberland and Nep¬ 
tune, 

The valuable Portuguese Ship Oviedo de Pereira , which 
. sailed from Macao for Bengal on the 21st of November, 
was also missing; and the Man/ of Penang continued 
unaccounted for. It was feared, that these two latter yes. 
sels had been intercepted by a French Privateer, which 
was known to he cruizing to the eastward, and in quest 
of which the Marracouta sailed on the 29Ui ultimo from 
Penang. 

With respect to the state of th> markets to the east¬ 
ward, tlie^e ships rim of course bring us little informa¬ 
tion, wiiuli ha j not been anticipated by accounts previ¬ 
ously received from the other Presidencies. Tlu* follow¬ 
ing short i'\tract of a letter irom Manilla, oilers no very 
eheeiing picture, of the general fate of the commercial 
ad\dilutes to that settlement.

From Prince of "Wales’ Island, our mercantile advices 
are little, if at all, more propitious, than those from Ma¬ 
nilla. Wo are happy to find however, that the sc 

prows had again \entered to (he ]> glish settlements,-— 
though hitherto not quite in the same numbers as formerly. 

Ilis Majesty’s Ship Diomede, of LQ guns, has been cruiz¬ 
ing, it appears, off the West Coast of Sumatra.

‘Cape Town; Qlh December , 1809. 

« In ©hr voyage hither. after 'keeping along the Coast 
*< for a few days, we met a westerly wind between Gaiuw 
tc jam and Vizagapatam, which enabled us to run direct. 
< e |y south, untit we got completely clear ol the Bay. 

-i—When abreast of Madras, we were chased by a 
* 4 ship under English colours, which, although she had 
<< every appearance of a man of war, gave up the 
* chace on the evening of the 3d October.—t thought 
184 shfe was like the Dover ; but there were diverse opi. 

niohs respecting her. We were not so fortunate in 
41 our weathdt' between 5 N. lat. & 12 a.; bnt we had 
46 nothing like a tempest. We then got into the trades; 
41 and, keeping tolerably clear of the Mauritius, we nearly 
46 made the southern part of the east coast ofAlrica; 

when we experienced a dreadful gale from the westward, 
B* which lasted from the 18th till the 20th; on the moru. 

ing after which, it moderated. But, the wind being 
<e still strong from the same point, and the sea extremely 
4t high, we found itlmpossible to proceed; and therefore 
4( lay to for several days.--We then woiked on to this 
«* place, which we made, and got to our auchorage on 
4i the 27th November. 

The night before last, the inhabitants of Cape Town 
c< and all the country within ten or twelve miles round, 
<£ were greatly alarmed, about a quarter past ten o'clock, 
4i on hearing a rumbling noise under ground, immedi. 
*** ately followed by k tremulous motion,-j-wiuch, though 
4t general, was more violent in some places than others. 
<£ Many '(I believe, almost the greatest part) of the 
houses in Ckpe Town have received some damage ; but 
Xi not one has fallen.—On Robin Island, which is a very 
<£ small spot at th^ mouth of the Table Bay, not one 
c< house remains standing. The ships weie so much agi-

males from the cantonments. There, Captain.Ridge lffli. 
the satisfaction to learn, that Lieutenant White had. beam 
already relies by a’ nephew o£ Jeswuat Sing, (the. 
3&0.rbaJi chieftain.) We are happy to add, that the easily 
allies on our side, in this affair, were few, considering the 
i&ture of the service. Three Sepoys only were killed, 
and about ten or twelve wounded. The killed and wound¬ 
ed on the part of the country people, are said to have 
amounted to nearly 200. 


' A parapet and ditch have been lately constructed, undei 
the direction of Colonel Ochterlony, for the defence of 
the town of Loodeaunah ; and the place is now so well 
secured, that, in the course of a few days, it might be 
rendered perfectly tenable against the whole force of 
Rurveet Sing. The fort, winch is situated at the wes¬ 
tern extremity of the town, has been considered by the 
Natives as a place of strength, and has been improved 
in several respects si -co it came into our possession. The 
walls' however being cemeuted with mud. only, it is 
apprehended, thmt they would not stand the concussion, 
that would attend the repeated discharge of the twelvo 
poduders, which are mounted on the bastions. In the 
eVent of an attack therefore, it would probably be ne¬ 
cessary, to entrust thfe defence principally to musketry. 

A large frontier depot of ordnance’ stores, has lately 
feta*'’formed'at Kurnaul. It consists of 1,000 barrels of 
gunpowder, from 60 to 80 tumbTils of prepared ainmuni- 
nbiir, a complete battering train, and d pUnUfvi store of 
shot and. s'hells.

ARrMT IN MADWA. 

By the last accounts from Colour! MartindeU** *Dfctaek* 
ment, it would appear, that they had made 4 retrograde 
movement towards the frontier, for the purpose of protect¬ 
ing the province of Bundelcund from any eventual incur! 
sion, which Meet Khan might have the hardihood to at;, 
tempt. The Khan was collecting his followers among the 
hills, and was expected shortly to commence tho^e pro* 
tdatory operations, which are peculiar to Marhatta warfare! 
It was understood, that Colonel MartindeU would take up 
a central position, covering the company’s frontier; while 
tl|e Madras force would advance into the country, and 
attack the few strongholds, which Meet Khan possesses. 

Colonel Martindell’s Detachment had hailed for thp 
space of thirteen days, at Darrewar on the baaks of the 
Narrainee, where lie waited for advices from Colonel 
Close. On the receipt of these, he made a movement iA 
advance towards Seronge. Meanwhile, so far back as the 
28th ultimo, that city had been evacuated by Meer Khaft, 
who fled on the first news of Colonel Martindell’s ap. 
proach. On the 10th current, Colonel Close entered the 
place, and took possession of it without resistance. On 
the 15th, Colonel MartindeU was again cucami>ed, two 
miles to the north of Khemlassa. 

Letters of the 8th current from Serroor, represent that 
atation as completely deserted; the whole of the Bombay 
troops serving there, having taken the field, and marched 
to reinforce the army of Colonel Close in Main a. A con¬ 
siderable force, however, still remained at Poonab. 


Letters were yesterday received from Penang, of so late 
a date as the 1st of February. They had been forwarded 
from that Presidency, on the ship Venus, by the way of 
Madras. 

These letters give information, of the safe arrival at P». 
Hang, of the Brig Mi&tha of this port, which had for oma 
time been considered as a missing vessel. The ship Thaw* 
stone, and the Mary, Capt. Young, from hence, had also 
reached Penang m safety.

By advices received in town from Ceylon on Thursday 
last, we have the satisfaction to learn, that the French Brig 
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privateer L’tienrt has &efen captured &£ the Basses, by 
Mis Majesty** Frigate Chrinde, The Privateer carrier

OUTRAGE AT KEERPOY. 

The chief particulars of the brutal out rage lately com*, 
mi*ted at Reerpoy, are all ready perhaps known to the 
majority of our readers. It is satisfactory to reflect, that 
iuch acts of barbarity, instigated (as this appears to hay© 
been) merely by a spirit of vindictive malice, are of very 
rare •ccurrence in this part of India,—so much so indeed, 
that they are generally conceived to be quite foreign to 
the character of its inhabitants. And, it is still wore sa¬ 
tisfactory to know, th^t the rancour which has shewn 
Itself on the present occasion, has not only been defeated 
of its principal object, but is likely soon to be overtaken 
by the fate which it had prej aied. 

The attack on the bungalow of Mrs. Stevens, was com¬ 
menced on the 2d current, about the hour of eleven at 
night, by a body pf aiyicd men, to the nuinboi of 
tween thirty and forty. Mips Weaver, and two children 
of Mr. Dring. were residing at the time in Mrs. Stevens’* 
Family. The assassins proceeded diicctly to the apart¬ 
ment of Mrs, Stevens; and, finding two sow ant * sleeping 
In the antichajnber, they struck them with their spears, 
and killed them on the spot. Mrs. Stevens, alarmed by 
the noise, arose from bed, and attempted to “scope, 
She was prevented however by two of the rnfiian^. uh o 
entered the chamber by an opposite door, and biought 
bei to the ground by two successive blows with thtir 
At the first stroke, the weapon entered hor 
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body, a little below the breast; and, at the second^ 
ft penetrated her thigh.—Notwithstanding these wounds, 
however, she contrived to crawl out of the bungalows 
wnperceived aprt )»ad sufficient strength and resolution,, 
loft, to make for the nearest dwelling-house in the neigh¬ 
bourhood, whic\ happened to be that of Mr. Hogg, the 
Surgeon of the station. The banditti, "taking it for 
granted that she was murdered, proceeded" immediately to 
ransack the house ^ where they destroyed part of the 
furniture, an.d b'toke open every chest, drawer, trunk andf 
box, which they could* find. It.was supposed, that their 
object was, to search for valuables ; but, not finding any, 
they left the clothes and other contents of the chests.

' in the mean iime, the alarm spread, to the house of 
Mr. Swintou, the Commercial Resident; who presen 
trained, tha* Mrs. Stevenses Bungalow was attacked. 
He immediately fired off a gun; and, having collected 
what people he could on the instant, proceeded to the 
spot, calling out aloud, that Sepoys were coming. Hear-. 
j»g this, the desperadoes took to flight. 

The servants killed, were, Mrs. Stevens’s Ayah, and, 
A Peon belonging to Miss Weaver. Four other servants 
were dreadfully wounded. Some time after Mr, Swinton’s 
arrival, Miss Weaver and the children were found con¬ 
cealed, in an adjoining hut. All tfie accounts, which* ’ 
we have seen, concur io ascribing the preservation of 
those who remained, to the extraordinary alertness aiid[ 
presenco of mind, which Mr. Swinton displayed v 

Very active measures were immediately taken by fh« 
Officers of the Police Department, for detecting the au., 
thors of this horrid affair. On the night of the 6th, the 
Roister arrived from Iioogley. And, one or more of 
the a>*isins having consented, for the usual reward, to 
giu 1 evidence ag.iiirt the rest, thirteen of the g^ng wei% 
imnv itiati-ly apprelu njed. 

It appears, we understand, that some dispute had pre¬ 
viously subsisted, between Mrs. Stevens, and a Talookdar, 
from w hom she rented a part of her Indigo grounds : 
Attd that this mauj from motives of re^enge^ had Uistig^t^ 
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a number of the villagers of Keerpoy, by a promise of 
50 rupees each, to the act in question. The people uni 
dertook, it is said, to beat Mrs. Steveus to death, and 
to murder all the rest of the family. They proceeded td 
thfc attack, w'ell pYepared with babg, and other intoxica¬ 
ting drugs used by the Natives on such occasions. ThS 
Talookdar, we arc happy to add, is among the number fcf 
those, who hav'e been taken. 

By the last accounts, Mrs. Stevens was at the house of* 
Mr. Hogg; and, we have the satisfaction to say, was 
recovering apace from her wounds, and proposed shortly 
to come up to Calcutta^ II was at first apprehended, 
that the wound below her breast, which was the most se¬ 
vere of thfe two, had penetrated to her stomach. No 
symptoms however, indicative of any injury in that part, 
having subsequently appeared, she was considered to be 
nearly out of danger. 

Since Writing the above* we have been favoured with 
the perusal of a letfer from Keerpoy, dated on Saturday 
last; from which it appears, that the wound, which 
Mrs. Stevens had received in the chest, continhed 
to do well ; but, that the other wound had proved more 
serious, than was sit first apn>ehended,—having been 
latteYly attended with considerable inflamation and feVer.

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DISTURBANCES AT MANDOVVEE. 

Wc noticed irt our last number, the existence of cer¬ 
tain commotions, pro eedi'.tg from a new spirit ot reli¬ 
gious fanaticism, whirn had arisen in the West of India, 
and hid shewn itself more especially iu the neighbourhood 
of Siirat. Onr irtfoimotion on thin subject is derived, 
par*ly fiom an extract of a letter received in the course 
of last week from Bombay, and partly from a communica¬ 
tion which has leached us by the circuitous route of 
Calicut. 1 he details of the story, howevei, as reported 
from these opposite quarters, are so much at variance 
with each other, that it seems hardly possible to reconcile 
them, but by supposing, that they allude to distinct 
events. Urn'er such circumstances uf unceit.nnly, we 
shall pcr!up-» best perform our duty to our rea.leis, by 
presenting them witn. the original documents'.

The whole of the troops, lately employed on the expedi¬ 
tion against the Pirate States in the Gulph of Persia, 
have returned to Bombay, with the exception of about 
100 men, who remain in that quarter, with Captain 
"Wainwright of the Ckiffonne, and his detachment of 
Company’s Cruizeis. After their success at Schcnass, 
the expedition had proceeded against other ports in the 
Gulph; but no further military operations were found 
necessary,—the terror of their name being sufficient, to 
induce the Pirates to comply with their demands. At 
these places, according to the report of the Bombay pa¬ 
pers, the Pirates themselves undertook the destruction of 
the dows and other craft lying in their harbours. 




FIRE AT RANGOON, &c. 

By the late arrivals from the Eastward, we have been 
favored with Penang Newspapers, and other communica¬ 
tions from the same quarter, down to the latter end of 
pebruarv. 

The Penang Gazette of the 17th ultimo, presents us 
with the following particulars of the late dreadful con- 
ikgratkm at Rangoon. 

u This most disastrous event took place about two 
« o’clock, on the morning of the 13lh ultimo ; and, 
as it is reported, commenced at an arrack shop, situat- 
ed in the center of the town, kept by one Van Ilart, 
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cc The flame haying communicated to some casks pf liquor, 
te they burst, and spread their destructive influence 
te through the Streets adjacent. The houses, deadly seved 
16 thousand in number, being built entirely of wood, 
<£ immediately caught fire, and were shortly after id on# 
li continued blaze. The whole'of the bmldingS, public 
<c or private, with the exception of the following, were 
* fi destroyed: yiz: the BdrtuguVSe Church, Round Eye, 
<£ Ryhoun’s Hduse, Minister’s House, Agaza’l House, 
ec and Mr. Taylor’s House. 

“ The bridges and walls, the latter built of keel mid 
cc mast pieces to the heighth of 26 or 80 feet^ are com* 
<£ plotely burnt ; and, it is, we understand, the detcrmu 
* s nation of the Bnrmah Government, not to allow auy 
ii timber to be exported, until the town is rebuilt.

“ Several Bnrmabs, and one Armenian, were destroy* 
£C ed by the falling in of houses. In consequence oflthfe 
“ destruction of Rangoon, every thing was in great 
u demand.” * j 

Our readers will doubtless obselrve, that the above 
detail gives no countenance whatever, to the Story pre¬ 
viously received by the way of Madras, which represent¬ 
ed the conflagration in question as the effect of design, 
and as connected with the existing political troubles of this 
Burin ah Empire. 

It appears from the same accounts, that Captain Can-, 
fling, the British Envoy to the Court of A va, had set out^ 
from Rangoon, on thc-QOth of December, on his journey 
towards the capital. Subsequent to his departure, no ad¬ 
vices have been received from him. 

A Burmah Arniy of thirty thousand men, had invaded 
and taken the Island of Junk Ceylon, and had sent all 
the inhabitants in slavery to Pegu. The Siamese, it is 
said, were collecting a force, for the purpose of attempt¬ 
ing the recapture of this possession. 

Previous to the departure of the hard Minto from 
Malacca, the Commander, and part of the crew of the 
ship Commerce , of Bombay, had arrived at that settle* 
ment, in quest of masts and other stores, for <he repair 
of their ship ; which they had left, in a disabled state j 
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anchored off an Island, in lat. 1« 45’ N. The Comi 
merce had encountered a severe storm, in her return 
from Manilla ; and, having lost her makts and rudder, 
had drifted to the spot above described. 

The homeward-bound Fleet from China, bad not reach* 
ed Malacca, on the 25th of February. 

No accounts had been received of the missing shipS, 
True Briton ,, Oviedo de Pereira, or 3/ary. 

His Majesty’s ship Dorii was left at Malacca, by 
the Lord Minto.

* Para. 2 . —Wc have received your tetters of the 39th and 31ft 
January, 3d and a8ih February 1809, together with their fcve.al 
cnclofurefc, end we view with the deepeft concern the tranl* 
actions thus brought under our conGdcration. 

3. —We have at all times entertained a jufl frnfe of the meri’s 

and fcrvices of the Officers of our Army, and have »akcn every 
proper opportunity to evince that fenfe and our confequent re¬ 
gard and attachment to their interefls. m 

4. —Of this habitual and deep rooted fentimen r, we have re¬ 
peatedly given the mod unequivocal proofs, and f>ar icwlarh in 
our late inftruftions to our Governments abroad, in fupport of 
the lair pretenffons of our Officers to pods of honor and tom, 
?nand; thus endeavouring to rendei the periods of theii in - 
vice in India both honorable and advantageous; vhilfl the am. 
pie provifton made for their retirement in Europe, at anitn- 
-menfe and indefinite expenfe, affords an instance of the regard 
"and liberality of their employers, not to be parallelled in a*. - 
other fervice. In aid of this lad mentioned object, we have 
very recently (in our anfwer to fome of the lall Difpa'ches to 

Madras and Bengal) made liberal donations to the lunds efu- 
blidied at thole Prefidencies for the maintenance and lupport o£ 
diflreffed Officers, their wives and families. 

5. —Whilft, however, we are thus attentive on the one hand, 
from fentiments not of juftice and liberality only, but of attach, 
ment and <>fle?in, to the interests and jud pretentions of our 
Officers ; we mud not, on the other hand, lofc fight of the ne 
Ceffity and paramount duty impofed upon us, of ftipportin? tlr 
authority of the Governments tinder which thofe Officer; 
Serve. 

6. —The fupport of the fupreroe authority of our fievefal Go¬ 
vernments in India is effenttal to the prelervation of thofe Go- 
\ernmcnty, to the maintenance of civil order, to tiic protection 
of focietv, and evaa to the well being and exUlcnce of the Army 
itfelf. * 
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T *—We arc at all times dcfirom to* pay due regard tothe#** 
prcfcntaiious of our Officcrs,aod ex'reraely unwilling to imputcf 
cr».fnrablr, or unworthy motives to any of-their actions:, fett$ 
it is impoflible for us to confider their conduct, m theVrinf- 
aflions now brought before Us/ otherwife than as highly Impro* 
per and unmilitary. '

8. —It appetrs from the papers now brought unddr our conffc 
deration, that about the month of June 1807, your Quarter 
Matter General, Lieutenant Colonel Munro, in obedience to the 
crdeisof our then Commander in Chief at Fort St. Geojgre^ 
Sir John Cradock (which orders were communicated to tlie 
Quarter Matter General by a Letter of the 7th of February** 
marked private and Confidential) fubmitted to hisconfideratiofr 
and approval, a paper purporting to be a plan for the pravifion 
of Tents, and the carriage of the Tents and Stores of Natiyw 
Corps, which articles had previoufly been fu polled by a Cott» 
trait with tlie Commanding Officers of thofe Corps rrfpe&ivjS 
ly. 

9 . — This Paper was fdon afterwards lard before the Govef- 
bar in Council by S r John Cradock, who Hated in the minute 
which accompanied it, that “ it would be fuperfluous in thd 

extreme to urge at any length the validity of the afgitmeftts 
let forth i£the Qntar;er Matter General’s Report, as he might 
i «y they conveyed the refult of their joint reflections upon (he 
fubicet, and were the »flue of that experience which, arofe 
from their refpe6live fituations." It was approved by Mr, 
Pettre, when Piefident, who obferved in his minute on confider- 
itig that paper—that the refult of many of the Aatemeots which he 
h »d delivered in 1803, when he oppofed the opinions of General 
8 iurt, who brought forward the meafnre of the Tent Contract? 
li id been by the experience of part years completely verified, as 
Well as the apprehcniinns he exprefled that both the public and 
individuals* would fuller by that arrangement. 

10. —The plan, fo approved, was, together with the Report* 
which dated the ground of if, tranfmhted to the Government 
of Bengal, and bring returned with their complete apprpba-. 
tion and fandion, was adopted by the Government of Fort St, 
Geoige, dnd was in confcquence publifhed to the Army* and 
curried into effedt in May 1803. 

11. —On the 25th of September 1808 , a charge was tranfmitv 
ted to the Head Quarters, of the Army againft Lieut. Colonel 
Munro, figned by ihe Officers then in command of five Regi¬ 
ments ot Native *C .valry, and twenty-three Batahons of Native 
InUniry, for “ conduct unbecoming the charadter of an Officer 
“ and a Gentleman, in having, in Ins propoled plan for the 
«( abolition of the Tent Conttaft, lately held by Officers Com* 
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** thanding Native Corps, made life of falfe and infamous in* 
4< iinuation% thereby tending to injure their characters as Offi- 
? ** cers, and otherwife injurio'us to^heir reputations as Gentle- 
4t men; ” and upon this charge, Lfeutenant Colonel Munro was, 
ton the 20 th January 1809 , ordered into arreft by Lieutenant Ge¬ 
neral Macdowall.

ij.<—T he charge thus preferred againfl the Quarter Mafler 
General appears to have been founded on certain exprelTions in 
his Report which had received the fanCtion and approbation of 
^1 1 he authorities in India competent tddecide upon it,—Ad¬ 
mitting for a moment that thofdtXprefiions had been exception, 
able, deference to thofe authorities ought to have imputed for. 
jbedrance—Officers who thought themfelves aggrieved by them, 
were at liberty to adopt a line of cofuluCt, winch might have 
afforded them an opportunity of vindicating their own individu¬ 
al characters, without departing from their relpett for thofe au¬ 
thorities which they werctnjund to obey. 

13. — If any Officer thought htmfclf alluded to, or aggrieved

but an Officer in command of one pariicliUr Corps cannot, m 
the nature of things, undertake to anfwer for the conduft of 
Officer in command of another Corps, far removed perhaps from 
his poffible obfervation, much left fur a whole body of fucii 
Officers fo circumhanded., 

15 —The character of each individual mud be didinit and 
particular, and a combination therefore of many Officers to ic- 
pel infinuations ffnppofing fnch to have been advanced) agdidlt 
unnamed individuals cf their body or daft, refpeCtinij whofecor: 
duCl the pefonal knowledge of the membeis gcnera'fy 01 that 
body could not enable them to fpeak, docs not fc-m to be 
founded in any principle of equity; not would it be juftifted 
by alleging that, general iniinuations againfl the whole body, 
but pointing to no Officer by name, could not be met in any 
Other manner; for, the obvious courfe to be followed in that 
cafe would flitl hr, that every individual Officer who conceived 
h»s character to be brought into queftion, fliuuld defile to have 
his own conduCi leparately inveftigated. 
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.But w« are the more aftonithed at their proceeding. 
When we confider the expreffion* whch h«ve been afligned a* 
the ground of the charge. Detached d> they have been from 
their context, they Hill appear to us to he couched in the ufttitl 
flile ot official ddcuffion, and to be aa far from conveying any 
imputation agatnft individual characters, as the minutes ot S«C 
John Cradoek and Mr. Petrie, by which the ;>hmw is fupporU 
ed. But when they are conlidtfred as they actually Hand in the' 
paper pie pared by Colonel Munro, forming a J>art of tile chain 
of realuning founded upon general pnncipks, it appears to us 
that no inference can fairly be draifrn from them unfavourable 
to the character of the Madras Army.

i —While therefore we condemn the conduct of the oftjc£r* 
who preferred this charge, we approve of the terms in wh.clt 
you luve Hated your opinion of tlie grounds of it m your Gene* 
ral Orders of the 6th nr February,—It was a proper attention 
to their feelings, and dill more to the reelings of fho(e Office** 
who had no (hue in that inegular and unjutlifiable proceeding, 
to declare tn a public document that uo injurious imputation* 
upon their previous conduct were conceived by the Gove-snoc 
in Council to have been intended in the report ot Colonel 
Munro.

24. —The obvious rrafons on which we have grounded 
our cenfure upon the Officers for bringing forward thofe Char¬ 
ges, might well be rxpeCtcd to have occurred to the mind of 
Lieutenant General Macdowall, and to have determined Ins 
conduit with refpedt to them.—But, in addition to thofe rea¬ 
son?, the report which had been made upon them by the Judge 
Advocate General on the 7th November 1808—proved fo umtn-

46. —This addrefs was tr-mfnuued through Lieutenant Gene* 
ral Macdowall to the Government of Fort St. George, with© 
fetter from hifnfclf, in which he ft 1 ©ugly recommends and fop- 
ports th'S Add refs of the Officers; notwithdanding that he had* 
Dut a few months before, feiit directions to the Officers Com* 
jnandmg the principal Sta tons of the Army to fupprefa an Ad* K 
diefs, then in circulation, for the very fame purpofc, namely* 
that of obtaining an equalisation of allowances ft Madras atm 
Bengal. And here we paufe, lo remarJs on »he very estraordi* 
nary and ccnfiwable conduct of Lieutenant General Macdowall, 
in recommending and ftipporting-a Memorial, more reprehen* 
fible in its nature and language thaq that, which at a fhoit pro* 
ccdmg period, he had interpofed his authority to hi p profs. We 
Cap the left wonder that, if thus encouraged and fupported, rfefe 
Officers find fault wi>h, and complain of, every ad of ihe Go* 
vtrnment, wh eh in buy way #fte€U th<ir perfonal inlerefts, 
however neceflary it may be lO lhe well being and fafety- of tit© 
State. 

47. — Although the Addrefsof the Officers js not yet before 
us, in an authentic* ed form ; we fimrit* 11 proper to take she 
prefent opportune y to mage feme obfei Nations upon the'topics 
contained mir. 

48. —The general pre’iminary reprefenution mide by the Offi¬ 
cers, of the nature and diladvanuges of the Company’s Service* 
We conceive 10 be highjly objectionable ind incorreft.—The 
complaint that, they are bsnhhed to a didance from their coun- 
tiy and friends, for a confiderible portion of their live?, is a 
complaint applicable 10 h?$ Majcfty’s and to mod other military 
j^rvices; well known to be cHentUl to theirs, When they drift; 
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enter it, and therefore not a becoming topic of complaint in, 
l^ilitary men; belfries which we have to obferve* th^t no one 
epters into cor military fervjee »p India, bin on Ijis own applt* 
cation ; and with,the full knowledge that, he can advance in it 
only in a courfc of years : btit when the Officers aod we are 
4 * Ufr toil through many a painful year, on an allowance 

fcarcely adequate to our iubfiiicuce, until after a period of. 
f* twenty-two years fervice in India, we have the melancholy Am 
ternative of returning hpnie, to live in dependence pud com- 
** pa'rauve poverty on the penfiousof our ranks"; or of cotn- 
** bating with age and infirmities, in a dime avowedly bolide to 
*• our ennftllunons ;**—when ihey make this icprcseatation of 
therirfi(nations and profppils; fhey furely forget, that the imli- 
Sary allowances of the Company are higher than thole ot any 
, other military fri vice hi (he world, although the necdHr ie« of 
lil.C are comparatively cheap in India; that they atuin the 
Jilghefl rank,' t Ithrnit purchase of ex; ence : ai.d 'hat the provi- 
fion for retiring Officers is fuch, as m other f-rvice has ever 
afforded, and fuch as the finances of the Company are even (tram-* 
c 4 to /tip port. 

49. —After thefe preliminary obf-rvations, the Addre Is pro¬ 
ceeds 10 complain of the abolition of 1 lie bazai allowance; an 
arrangement which is not confined to Madias, but extended to 
the other Prelidences, which is in flritt conformity 10 the ar¬ 
ticles of w,r, which prohibit 'he levy ot duties by Military 
Officers on all articles of confumpt’on, and is eviden ty founded

50. —It is no' politic to give Officers an interefl <n die amount

76 —It is not more necelfary that the Commander in 
Chief (hould have a Teat in Council at Fort St. George* 
than that ihe Commander 111 Chief in England Oioutd b«< a ; 
Member of the Cabihc*, and although advantages may refute, 
from h s peifonal aOiftance in Council, dill the benefits oi his ad* 
vi^e and cO-opOratinh may be obtained, hnd the military arrange* 
merits of Government may be conducted in an efficient manner* * 
evfen if he lhould not have a feat at the Board.— This part of the 
Memoriil, however, does not call for any derailed examination:! 
yci it may be proper to oblerve that, although Officers complain 
that thor mterefls imy foffer by the Commander in Chief not havi 
ing a feat 10 Council; in fadl moll of the mcafurea. of which the 4 
Meinoikal ufelf complains as grievances, were fuggefted by the 
Commander in Chief Sir John Cradock, and adopted whilit his w|f 
in Council. 

77 —On 1 he (hiking impropriety and mifchieVous ambiguity of 
the phrafe u Reprcfentauve of the Army”—we have commented 
in another pan of this Lener — Wc (hall now therefore only obferve ' 
tint the adopting, by the Officers, of this reprehenlibtc phrafe, for* 
nifties another inlfaitce of the evil conferences of the cotinienahcc 
befoic refer 1 ed to. 

The lad fuhjefl of complaint adduced in the Addrefs, is the'for¬ 
mation of a General Fund for the Off reckodings of the Aritay^ 
which is dated to have been formed for the purpofe of equalizing 
the advantages derivable from that Fund to the Colonels of thfc 
th^ee Prefidenciw j by which the Colonels on the Madras eflablifh* 
went have fuffered a diminution of income, whilft thofe of ihe Ben* 
gal eftabhfhment have received an addition to their emoluments. ' 

78—In reVening to our orders tranfmitted to India on the fob. 
jefl of the OfF-refekonings of the Army, we do not find that any,' 
fuch principle of equalization was alluded to, or in our tontempUt* 
lion. 

—The only objef! of the formation of a General Fund for 
the OfF-reckohings of the Indian Army, which was then dated was* 
to provide a Fund for the retired Lid of General Officers, whole 
Penfions. like all others Military Penfions, were made equal} whe¬ 
ther thofe Officers belonged to the edabli&tnents of Bengal, Mad¬ 
ras or Bombay.

81 —It is impoflible for us f an fuch on occafion as the prefent, to 
•g u this Tubjeft without repeating our tl rouge ft dl (approbation of 
a pra&ice thus again revived by the Officers of our At my, of com¬ 
bining and fcmingaff ciations for the purpofe ofaddreffing Govern, 
tnent on any imaginary or real grievance which ihey may fuppofe 
themfelves to fuffer. The evils of fuch a practice were clearly 
pointed on', and 'he praflice iilclf abfolutely forbidden in our 
lytiliiary General Letter of the 201b of April 1S03, the fourth and 
filth Paragraphs of which we (hall quote, and we rcpcar out m< ft 
politive dnreflions that the ftnQeft attention and obedience be paid

sfcribe improper views exclufively to the projectors.of (ueh combi* 
nations, and to tlioic who have adhvety exerted ihemfelves in pro* 
moting them,—fuch Officeis as may have acceded to the project, are 
jpr probably aware of the ime nature and tendency of the com¬ 
bination whch they have contributed to form, and aie deceived by

Si.— But the cafe will br very different, after having been again 
apprized by the Government of the dangerous tendency of tbe prac. 
rices, to which in the hill mfiance they may have incautioufly lent 
fheinfelves, after the pains which have been taken to fhew the titty 
reaft nablenefs of their complaints and the utter tmpoffibility of 
compliance; they (hould perfevere in urging reqtteffs, improper in 
tbernfelves, and rendered flill more lo by the manner in which 4 hey 
ate brought forward. 

S3 —We are too fctifible of the high military fpsrit which has all 
limes diffsnguifhcd our Officers in ihe field, to fuppofe it poffible 
that, after thefc repeated warnings, they can fo ftr forget the few?- 
znents with which that fpirit ought to infpire them, as ta OXpofe, 
thrmlflves to ihe imputation of looking more to the pecuniary 
emoluments of their profeffion than to the honor derived fiom an 
ex mplary difchasge of their duties, both in. Peace and War.^-ThU 
difiujflion is not ta he obtained folely by gallantry in the Field, but* 
by a drift observance of all the duties of the Military Charafter, ,, 
^nd of thofe there is none more important and effeotial than the in* 
ciilcatiiw by their own conduft and example, of thole principles of- 
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fhbordfaation to fuperior authority, which can alone enfure the obe* 
lienee of their inferiors in the fervice. and render an army ufeful Ki 
the ftate, or fafc even to thofe who command it. 

•4 —When wc look back to the general elm after of the Officers 
ip opr fervice, we are perfuaded that reflexion has tong fince 
convinced thofe, who have been concerned in the tranfaftions ani¬ 
madverted,upon in rhia letter, of their mifconduft, and of our fub* 
flantiql regard to their real intCrefls, of which the various beneficial 
regulations adopted by ns in the courfe of late year', afford the moll 
Unequivocal proof.—We (hall onlv fmthrr add, that at <1 time w^rn 
the exigencies of the Stare fubjeft every individual in the Uu'od 
K.ihgdom to- great deprivations; we confidently expert the forae 
chdsrfol tcquieCccnte in onr Officers in Jftdia, whether Civil or 
Military, which fo eonfpicuoufly matk the good fenfe, zeal, and 
loyalty 6# fits Mayfly's fubjefts at home.

That ship, in company 
With the Sir Francis Drake, saiM from Pomte de Gallo 
on the 2Qti» of September, in quest of the French Frigate 
iBellona , and her prizes the Minerva and Victor . The 
two ships sailed together^ as far as the Seychelles ; where 
they learned, that the objects of their pursuit, as well aft

On the march 1 of Colonel MarfcndelPs detachment frotn 
Buttdelctmd. Major Rally*, nr one readers already know, 
w*W re$&WViF frdm the pursuit of Gopaul 9ittg, and directed 
tojblfrthb main body of the arthy. Captain Wilson, with 
only tBb- 1 st'Battalion of the ldth, and two 0.pounders 
belonging to that corps, was left at the entrance of 
the ghauts, fit the protection of the Province. Gopaul 
.finding, that he hath so inconsiderable a force to 
£og*~ with,, again descended the ghauts, with a predatory 

« inferior in number to that: which accompanied him 
first incursion, and entirely without artillery. On 
his/appepaeh* Captain Wilson deemed it prudent, to fall 
hack, on Kokhrrettee ; where he was reinforced by five 
companies and a gun, under the command of CapUin 
pare, fie advanced sgjun ; and, op the 18th of February, 
tantp to pctfcn with the enemy,, close to a village named 
Feretrea, about six miles distant from Kokherettee. The 
result*of this afia>r is-generally known. Gopaul Sing Was 
so strongl^r posted in the village, and was protected ort 
tvec^siaa by such impracticable ground, that Captain 
Wftgpn-fW»d it impossible to carry the position, ahd was 
forc<S to retire, afler considerable loss, leaving Gopaul 
In possession of the field. On this occasion, several

Major Delaraain disposed Isis force in the manner best 
calculated to command the approach to the mountains." 
(gopaul contrived, however, to elude his vigilance ; arid, 
having dashed suddenly dbwu the ghauts, proceeded di¬ 
rectly to the cantonments at *ferrowah. He arrived there, 
qn the 7th ultimo ; and immediately set fire to the blip* 
galows of the Officers, together with such of the public 
buildings as had thatched roofs. On the alarm of this in. 
curdon, Major Morgan, with live companies of the 7th 
Native Infantry, was Immediately detached from Adjeeghtfty 
for the protection of the cantonments. He proceeded by- 1 
forced marches, and reached Terrowah on the rhomiqg 1 
of the 3th,—unfortunately a day too late for the preserva¬ 
tion of the public property ot the station* The enemy 
escaped, by the rapidity of his movements; wlnfch were 
the mere easy to him, as his force consisted principally in' 
Cavalry. Such however was the precipitation of bta* 
retreat, that he left uninjured two of the bungalows, amt 
the Company's bullockshed, as well as all the tiled 
buildings at the station, and the out-houses belonging to 
the Oihccrs. After quitting the lines however, Gopanl 
having learned that one of the bungalows which had escap¬ 
ed, was the property ot Captain Watson, who on a for-'- 
mer occasion had set his own camp on fire, he sent back 
a detachment of thirty men with orders to destroy it. 

After this exploit, Gopaul took up a strong position, bet¬ 
ween the villages of DowCallcO and Hypoor, about mileS 
distant from IVirowah, having a deep nullah in his front, 
and the hills in his rear. There he remained until the- l4tqi 
ultimo ; when Major Morgan, having fiist lodged all Ms 
baggage in the fort of Teirowah, and having received {ft 
reintorcement of two < ompanies of the 3d Battalion of the 
26(h, under Captain Watson, from Chittearcote, proceed¬ 
ed to attack him.

•ucceeded in completely destroying every article of pro. 
forty, which had escaped the fire of the 7th. Not a 
single but, nor even a bamboo belonging to any of the 
httildings (public or private,) was left standing. Their 
^evastraont were next directed to the town of Terrowah ; ^ 
Which they bad plu idered and laid in ashes, before Major 
Morgan could come up to its succour. The inhabitants 
ltd, on their first approach ; leaving, it is supposed, a 
Very rich prize to the rebels,—the town of Terrowah hav. 
log always been considered as one of the most opulent 
pad flourishing in Bundelcnnd. 


We learn with regret, that the Officers of the 56th 
Kdtire Infantry, have suffered very severely in their 
fttivate property, in consequence of these occurrences. 
Wipe of them have lost bungalows both at Kokherettee 
pad at Terrowah. And, with their bungalows, they have 
lost the POlt valuable part of their effects; having taken 
Into the field only such articles of furniture as were

Colonel Browne however, 
having formed his party into Squadrons, succeeded in 
cutting to pieces about $50 of the enemy, Gopauf hkfek 
self, with about fifty of his people, made good his ret&dg 
up the Jenna pass. Our loss on this occasion, has beet*, 
already stated. Gopaul, it is said, had afterwards rallied 
lus force above the ghaut; whither Major Leslie, with hid 
Battalion, had gone in pursuit of him.

We are happy in being enabled to 
lay before our read*-is the following extract.

AFFAIRS OF HINDOOSTAN. 

Tt appears by the latest acr omits from the held, which 
extend to the 7rli of the present month, that the army of 
Colonel Close, haring qputled Seronge and its vicinity, 
bad fallen back upon the Nerbuddah, and had recrossed 
that river, with the intention ofreturiung to the Nizam’s 
territory. Some lime, however, about the 20th of March, 
they became again stationary, having hailed in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Ifoos&cinabad, a city on the left of the 
Nepbuddah, where tVy still remained at so late a period 
as (he uliimo. Ihe motives aud object of this 

metpeefed p.iuse vme the subject of various conjecture* 
Accor Jin 4 it, one report, hostilities had recommenced 
bctu'iM ii Mon* Khan’s troops and the foice commanded 
by Vadui Allee Khan (me Nagport General.) Aceord- 
ioa h* auoiner, the former chieftain was advancing again 
to ward > the frontier, and had actually repossessed him¬ 
self of b’erouge. 
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In ho w f$r either of the foregoing supposition ra.ay he 
Correct, the documents before u» do not^enable ns to de* 
ter mine. We hare good authority, however, for beliqv# 
ing, that affairs in that quarter had begun to assume a 
different aspect* as soon as the enemy was relieved front 
the immediate pressure of a British army. Not withstand* 
log the reduced condition of h|eer Khan’s force, fnd that 
decided opposition to his views evinced on the partot'Scin- 
diah and his ministers, we are assured by toe last ae- 
counts from Malwa, that the Khan had actually brought 
over a majority of Holkar’s Sirdars to his interest; and t 
in the present distracted condition of that branch of thor 
MahratU empire, there were good grounds for appre¬ 
hending, that he might ultimately succeed in obtaining 
an absolute ascendancy in Holkar’s camp. In that case, 
his first object of course would be, the possession of 
Holkar’s person ; with which the uncontrouied sove¬ 
reignty of that chieftain’s dominions, would also, of ne¬ 
cessity, pass into his hands. To accomplish this object, 
no effort, whether of force or of intrigue, within the 
reach of his resources, would be omitted. According to 
letters from Tearee of the 7 t!i current, Aleei Khan had 
already proceeded against a small fortress, where Holkar 
and the remaining adherents of liis Court had taken re¬ 
fuge.—And, whatever might be the event of this enter¬ 
prise, it was the received opinion, that some attempt 
would ere long be made by the Khan, to regain pos¬ 
session of his capital. 

In so far as the interests of British India alone are 
concerned in these events, it is perhaps more to be de¬ 
sired than dreaded, that this restless and adventurous 
partisan should possess himself for a time of the new power 
and resources, which he hopes lo derive, from the ac¬ 
cession of Holkar’s dominions and dependants. His force 
might, in that case, present a tangible object to a regular 
army ;—his lands, his fortresses, hts cannon, might (o him 
then become subjects worth the hazard of a contest, while 
to his enemies they might offer an adequate reward for 
victory. 

The force of Dowlut Rao Stindia still remained en¬ 
camped on the Bunas; but, for the purpose of moi* effec- 
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fttallv confronting any movements which Meer Khan might 
attempt, iVy weie expected to advance immediately 
d^ Toii'c ilampoor.th. Meanwhile, the duel (or 
oily) regular force in the Khan’s service, iG.nm.mded by 
.Manor.ine l Shah Khan, his friend aud adherent, had 
irtoveit forward from Jo«dpor<s towards Annore, with 
the apparefit design of oldening and ovci awing the army 
of Scind’n. The Jo^ce of Mahoraumd Shah Klim has 
for Mjime time been regular!v paid aud maintained fiom the 
revenues of Jondporr* ; and, if icport maybe nediteil, 
its vir-'mgJli e; nohung short of tinee brigades ol regular 
Tufodry, (amounting in all to 11,000 men,) and from 
& to (JO .0 horse. From the common piaciice, however, 
of thu NLf'v -s m ‘.mil cases, we may piesume with tole¬ 
rable reiUusfv, that the.-e imuibt rs uie exaggerated. At 
ttre t'A Lie uuu * timie cannot bt* a doubt, but that this ar¬ 
my, vnh a-, it is, may, in that country, be augmented, 
wirhi i a voiy short tinm, to any given strength. Money 
only is waning 5 ami for that, under present clmr.n- 
stm <v-i, the Kfi.n will probably look to l.ie Jomipoie Ua- 
jm, whose, reputed we-i’dh is by no means mi oosidera- 
Ule.

We have the satisfaction to learn, by letters franv 
Bundelcund, that Captain Wilson, who, with a squadron, 
of Cavalry, a Galloper, two six-pounders, and li Com* 
panies of Native Infantry, had been detached by Major, 
Del amain against a strong hold belonging to Gopaul Sing, 
above the second range of ghauts, has completely succeed* 
cd in routing and expelling the enemy. Major Deiaroain 
has for some time been up the ghauts, in pursuit of Gopaul; 
—his whole force not exceeding 13 Companies of Sepoys, 
three six-pounders, a squadron and galloper. While Ma¬ 
jors Morgan and Leslie have been posted, with their 
corps, to observe Gopaul’s movements on the side of the 
plains. Major Cuppage, with an additional squadron of 
Horse, and time companies of Infantry, had lafterly 
marched from Adjeeghur to join Major Delamain. it ap¬ 
pear-., (hat, in the late affair with Colonel Browne, Gopau^ 
Sing had been completely taken by surprize,—being ig. 
no rant even of the fact of such a corps having been de¬ 
tached in quest of him. After that action, he had suc- 
Ci uded in idlljing his forces, and had disposed them, with 
the appari nt design of cutting oil' the mutual .commu¬ 
nications intween the parties of British tioops aborq 
Sad below the ghauts. 


We noticed very generally and slightly in our last, 
the late operations of Kunjeet Sing, against the fort of 
Mooltan. It is stated in the ukhbars, that a negociation 
had been opened on the 4th ultimo, by Vakeels from the, 
town, who came into Jtunjeet’s Camp, with an oiler of 
the usual tribute, as the price of his foibearance from fur¬ 
ther hostilities. The proposal was rejected by Runjeet 
woo declared, it is said, that he would not raisethe siege, 
unless the chieftain of Mooltan would consent to pay him 
a sum of three lacs of rupees, and to contribute in future 
a b >dy of 100 horse for his (Runjeet’s) service, and an 
annual sum equal to the maintenance of 1000 more. 
Thus the conference broke oil; nod, immediately after*, 
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* Wratds, Runjeet’s batteries opened on the fortress. Tn 
the course of that day, nine of the enemy’s guns were 
dismounted; and Futteh Sing, one of Runjcet’s sirdars, 
received a slight wound from the fire of the place. Tho 
accounts add, that a party had been detached from'Camp 
to Umrutsir, for the purpose of obtaining a supply of 
guns and stores. A reinforcement of matchlock-men was 
Also expected. It is reported, that the Rajah of Mooltaur 
himself had latterly been deposed and put in confinement, 
by Sooltan Khan of Ahmedpore, his professed friend and 
ally# 

, S^ojah-nl-moolk, the deposed king of Cabul, has found, 
|jt appears, a permanent refuge in the Scik territories. He 
luid resided for some time at Rahwelpundee, a place 
about fifty mil-ps distant from the Indus, and had sub. 
sequently moved to Khubdoor about ten miles south-east 
from the fort of Attock. He was there encamped, 
with his followers, early in the last month. Mean while, 
MahmoodShah, the usurping Prince, attended by Futteh 
Khan and his other adherents, remained at Candahar. 

We understand, that the Embassy to Cabnl, which had 
for some time been stationary at Delhi, has been finally 
dissolved and recalled by a late order of Government. 
The Honorable Mr. Elphin^tone will return immediately 
to Calcutta, ami the other gentlemen attached to the mis¬ 
sion will proceed to rejoin their respective stations.

It is known probably to the majority of our readers, 
that, about eighteen months aggt, a political communi¬ 
cation was opened I etween the British Government in 
India and the principality of Sind,—a narrow but fertile 
tract of country, which extends along both sides of the 
river Indus'from Tatta to Mooltan, and is shut out from 
all cornmnuity with the adjacent kingdoms to the east and 
west} by an almost impenetrable barrier of rocks and 
defarts, The geographical peculiarities of this insulated 
State, vlts political importance (as embracing nearly one 
half w the natural frontier of Hindoostan,) the obscurity 
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in which every thing connected with it ha» bitherfe# 
been buried, and the fatal termination of a former attempt to 
bring it within the sphere of British influence, .arc> 4&NC 
them circumstances calculated to render it an object of 
particular curiosity. Among other happy result^ of-,th% 
late mission, wo may hope, that it has opened the.store# 
of information on a subject so eminently important and in* 
foresting, and that the public witl in due time reap tin# 
benefits of the disclosure. The embassies to Cabui and 
Lahore, through no other channels than the private cor* 
respondence of the gentlemen attached to them, have 
served, within the last year, to diffuse a more general and 
correct knowledge of those remote and unfrequented 
countries, of their inhabitants, their political strength and 
relations, than in the common course of things could Jiav& 
been expected or imagined. But, with respect to Sind, 
there are few hitherto, we believe, on this side of Indian 
who have heard more of the country than its name. 

The principality of Sind forms, nominally, a part of the 
tributary dominions of the King of Gabul. In common, 
however, with all the remote dependencies of that Stai$, 
it has fallen off, amid the civil convulsions by which 
Cabul has so long been distracted; and it may now be 
considered as virtually independant. Sind, we understand 
is at present governed by a triumvirate of three Bro. 
thers the eldest of whom, having the largest share of 
the public revenue, possesses consequently the leading 
influence in* public affairs, and is ostensibly set forth as 
the supreme head of the government.—This triumvirate 
exercises a power abiolutely despotic, and displays, 
in the maxims of its administration, all the ignorance and 
avarice, which are common to the great body of eastern 
potentates. The present dynasty have not been esta. 
blished for more than 30 years ; and the jealous timidity 
conspicuous in their policy, evinces their own sense of thd 
insecurity of the tenure, by which they still hold posses, 
•ion of the throne. 

The inhabitants of Sind are represented by the gentle, 
man who visited that country with M r. Smith, as a people 
recently emerged from barbarism, who have not yet at. 
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taioed that pitch of improvement, which, Jby introdneiog 
the virtues, the knowledge, and the comforts peculiar to 
civilized life, atones for the loss Of those ruder excel. 
Jepcier, which enter into the character of the savage. 
n The army of Sind is estimated at 40,000 men -a large 
-force, when compared with its territorial extern. The 
troops are composed of levies raised from the military 
tribes, which, in their constitution, pretty much resemble 
the feudal clans of antient Europe. The amount oi th e 
revenue is supposed to have diminished, in the propor^ 
tion of nearly one half, since the accession of the presen 
family ,to the throne. It still, however, is estimated sot 
high as 42 lacs of Rupees per annum.

41 bay, that the Owners of the Wyndham, chartered to 
41 take a Cotton Cargo to China, on account of individuals, 
4t had tendered eighteen Rupees a Candy to the freighters, 
11 to relinquifh their agreement, which had been refufed.** 
We are authorised to fay, that the circumftanccs above 
ftated, are incorrect ; and it is to be regretted that fuch er¬ 
roneous information, upon a fubjett of fo much importance 
to the Commercial lnterefts, fhould have been conveyed to 1 
Calcutta; where it may have the effeft of inducing the 
Merchants to fend round their Ships to Bombay, with the 
view of obtaining Cotton freights for China, to a certain 
lofs and heavy difappointment ; there being at this moment 
Tonnage in the harbour, belonging (o the Port, to the extent 
of upwards of 10 000 Bales of Cotton, difengaged and open 
for freight, and more expedled from China and Europe ; 
exceeding in the whole, what there is any probability of 
Cargoes being provided for, and which would requite from 
to 80,000 Bales; whereas the old Cotton on hand is not 
one fifth ot that„quantity, and altho* it is now the end of 
March, only about 200 Bales of new Cotton have arrived 
from the Northward, owing to the rains in December hav¬ 
ing thrown back the Crops, otherwtfe favorable, and it is 
well known, that after the middle of May the importations 
cannot be depended upon.

The Bombay Courier of the 7th current, communicate? 
an official report of the progress and issue of a fanatic 
insurrection, which broke out some time ago at Man* 
dowee, in the neighbourhood of Surat, and of which an 
account was published in the flurkart} of the 17th of 
March. We arc happy to find, that many of the circuit* 
stances stated iu that account were much exaggerated'; ahd 
we readily give all the publicity in our power, to the 
more authentic information which is now offered ,us. At 
the same time, we may be allowed to remind our readers, 
that, when, on the former occasion, we laid before them 
the intelligence in our possession, we by no means took 
upon us to vouch for its authenticity. Receiving the story* 
from two different quarters, we could not fail to remark the 
obvious inconsistency between the two narratives; and we 
thought therefore, we should best perform our duty to our 
leaders, by induing the articles as they had reached 
us, and leaving to them to appreciate the degree of ere. 
dit, which might be severally due to them, in all such 
cases, much allowance will of course be made, for the 
circumstances, under which the publishers of newspapers 
are necessitated to collect their information. 


The Mirror of last Wednesday gives an interesting 
nan alive of the operations of Captain Wilson’s detach, 
ment, employed above the ghauts on the South-West 
fiontier of Buiulclcund, in pursuit of Gopaul Sing. A* 
we mentioned in a former number, Captain Wilson has. 
succeeded in expelling the enemy from his principal 
Stronghold in the mountains,—a place named Jtuigliur 
'.This seivfce was effected on the 4th current, ;f cr a l & <‘h 
of uncommon difficulty, retarded equally by the ruggedness 
and steepness of the accent, and by the artificial ob¬ 
stacles which the enemy had constructed* '4h e el * 
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Fort, howevw, being once gained, no further re, 
ststance wag attempted. <*opaul and his people 1M 
flhfycipitately by the opposite gate, and sought' shelter 
in the jungle. After rasing all the works, aad burning 
the stores, the detachunut returned to Kokherettee. Jt 
does not appear, that either party sustained any loss ii* 
the course of this affair, 


The Indigo fields in the neighbourhood of Moorshe- 
4uhad have, this season, been less fortunate, than at 
most other stations throughout the country, while the 
l^q^s in general wear every promise of unwonted luxuri¬ 
ance. fetters of the 23d current from Soojecpore, (a place 
io the a iciliity, of the city,) mention, that one part of the 
weed had be jh withered and destroyed by the drought. 
ifo rain had failui, in that quaitcr, from the 2Gth of 
Inarch fo the 22d of April. A hue shower, which arrived, 
gt length on the latter day, hail servep. however, to re¬ 
vive such of the plants, as were not before irrecoverably 
gone ; though it was not sufficiently abundant, to enable 
the cultivators to recommence their sowiug. 


On the afternoon of the 20.h current, a most furious 
Tornado was exp< lieuced at ComercoHj , which part'd 
tn a direction fiom to tl* to north, sweeping away every 
thing before it. The Fuctoiy-house was completely 
unroofed, and muci of the furniture destroyed. Thtc« 
of the villagers lost their lives * and uunj other indm- 
were seriously injured. 


By accounts received in the course of last week from A n 
gra, we learn, that, on the l-ltit current, that city hat 
been visited l>y a h iil-storm, equally or ev^n more re- 
m irkble in its t ivununanrcs tuan the storm which 
demurred sortie weeks ago in this part of Bengal. Many 
frail-stones lire said to 1»avo lailen at Agra, eq.nl <n ma^- 
tfituffe to tin* mnitholu large wine-glass. And, on the 
following immizng, ianumei.ible buus, stunned In (he 
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hlit-stone* in their descent, were found deed efcout the 
adjacent field*. A similar storm was experienced, jafrt 
about the same time, at Allahabad* 


llis Majesty’s ship Fox arrived at Kedgeree on &u 
turdny last. The treasury Which she had conveyed 
from Madras, (amounting to the sum of six lacs of Pago* 
das,) was immediately transhipped into the river*vessel, 
appointed for its reception. And the Fox dropped 
down again on Sunday, to join the IJesper a little way 
below Saugor. These two ships, it is said, are bound 
on a cruise to the eastward. 

An Ambassador from the state of Sind, having come 
round fiom Bombay on the Tweed pilot schooner, lsfatiU 
ed at Calcutta some days ago. 

The new Light-house at Saugor is now completed, 
and will be immediately lighted up, for the benefit of the 
trade entering this port. 


On the evening of Wednesday last, a splendid entertain* 
ment was given by Comiliodoie Hayes; which, notwith* 
standing the unfavourable state of the weather, wafe at. 
tended by from three to four hundred guests A tem 1 " 
porary building was fitted up for the occasion, as a ball* 
room, along the roof of the spacious range of godowirt 
extending fiom the Commodore’s house to the river. Thia 
apartment was very tastefully decorated with the flags 
of various nations But the thatch, with which it wai 
covered, not proving a sufficient shelter from the storm, 
it was necessarily deserted by the company, during the 
early part of the evening. The interval between the first 
dances and the hour of supper was enlivened by a display 
ot fi re-works, more brilliant and various than any that bit 
been witnessed for a length of time in this part of India* 
And tire amusements of the evening went off altogether 
with uncommon oolat. 
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There is not the flighted foundation for the mifitiformatUxt* 
conveyed in the Bengal Hurkaru, of any extraordinary fpirft 
of faodiicifm having fpread beyond the immediate limits of the 
fcenc ab )vc detail bed; and that it fhould have extended into 
Bombay, i* too romantic to require refutation. '

I received the Chief Secretary *s Letter of the 23 d inti ant 
on the & 8 th following, enclofing one under allying Seal for*the 
Comtnattider in Chief 


This I duly forwarded j but that Officer being on the bve 
of departure and perfeftly fatifHed with all my proceeding* ref- 
pefting Mandvie, left me to make a ftatemenc of them, whiclt 
I have now the honour of doing. 

The firft account I received of a Revolution having takeii 
place at Mandvie, in favour of a Muffu'man was on the io r Ja 
inft. The City foon rung with the f.me. In the evening 
Shevanund, a brother of the Viiier of Mandvie, fled into 
town, with the news of Sookanund the Viiier having been kiK. 
led by the Borahs, at the inlligation of a wild Fakir, named 
Ubdul Rehman, and the Rajah put to flight, he believed, to 
another fmall pofition of his, near Bqlfaur, named Pardie. 

In three days afterwards, I received a letter (No. 1 ,) front 
the Faquir, (tiling himfelf Mean Sahib, defiring me co pay the 
bearer, by name Soolimaun, three hundred rupees or quit Surat. 
Soolimaun had remained at Boodhan, in the Mandvie Dift riff, 
and fent the letter by a cooly, whomfor the prefent I ordered 
into confinement. A great number of people had quitted the 
city to join this Fanatic, and the Mahomedans generally began 
to aflume a very threatening air. 

On the 15 th the day preceding the Ede, a Faquir from 
Boodhan was taken up, and three accomplices of the City. 
The Faquir, who called himfelf Syud Peer Shah, acknow¬ 
ledged tux coming into the City from Boodhan, with a meffage 
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(No. 1 *.) from Mean Uhdul Rehman Saheh (the Fanatic) to 
Stand Had? (of the Adawlut) d> firing him to reprefent lo me} 
In at in the new Teftamem, the name of Ahmud that w<n 
Written was his, and therefore to acknowledge him c.r de¬ 
part. 

The next day which was the Ede, 1 attended the ceremony* 
It Was marked by the abfcnce of the general number of Malio- 
xnedans parading on the occafion, and an evident fear in the 
Hindoo* who had been very generally threatened by die cucum- 
cifcd tribe. 

'‘Appearance* gathered weight: numbers had left this City 
^rd Ranter to repair to Boodban; thofc in the town began t<* 
ntiail the Hindoos with the cry of Deen. and there was 
every caufe to fuppofe from the expreifi ins of UbduL Rehman, 
that he was int tit upon bringing about a revolution in the City. 
. By the 17 th, 1 W 0 Borahs of Boodhan were fent to me by 
the Kazy, with a Letter (No. 3 .) they had brought to him 
Item the Fanatic, and one to me, defiring the to accept the 
religion of Mahomet, tetire or fight. 

The beft part of this and the following day was taken up 
In eollefting information, which all befpoke the determined 
Vefolution of the Fanatic, and the healrty concurrence of his 
brother Mahomedans to try a Revolution here, when 1 re« 
jfolved to take the fudden fiep of ieiziug h m. 

About s o'clock I imparted this (No* 4 ) to Colonel 
Keith, who approved the meafure, and as the fecuring this 
infurgent Fakir, who from the beft intelligence had not left 
Hoodhan, during the change of Government, was the primary 
objeft, two troops of Cavalry were otdeied to proceed by 
night, in order to inveft the place and get hold of hfm if 
they could or bar his departure, till the ai rival of four com¬ 
panies of Infantry. Captain Cunningham, who commanded 
the Infantry, Dunj»e Shah Brhramund Khan, a Vakeel 6f 
the Rajah of Mandvie, and fuurVcouts attended ihem. 

The Dragoon* arrived about day.light at Boodban. Dhunjee 
Shah wa* among the firfi over the river, and endeiv ured to 
prevail on the Fakir to furrender himfclf, bur was killed in the at¬ 
tempt with the Rt-jah’s Vakeel and feme others near him. 

A fariou* engagement enfoed betwixt the people and noopi, 
in which the foimer hud rccourle to every fpccics of foreery 
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and midnefs, and left nearly two hundred dead OR ihft fields 
3 [’he C'avjIry loft a Corporal and two Private* and fever*! Horfes^ - 
and ftw the town in fl-tmes when they came away; Shortly 
aftei their departure, the Infantry, under Captain Cunning’ 
ham, renewed the attack to the deftru&ion of many more, ana, 
a ii'ongft them the Fanatic honfel^ Ubdul Rahman, who had 
beep wounded'by the Dragoon* and taken refuge with f<ver*f 
more in a bhckfmith*» htjt. The Rajah had been twp or 'ihre^ 
days confi ,ed by bm, but had made htiefcap* the morning of the; 
attack. It was not known whither. The $6th Regiment wee 
o dered on to Man vie, and the teligious commotion wit, by 
die dea' h of Ubdul Rehmao, tpully allayed. 

O i die sad we received accounts of the falji of Mandvte^ 
and i Mjfe lhc R-»j h was in the Camp. General Abercromby 
arrived miour 4 o’clock in the afternoon of the day ; the reports 
b f re mentioned were foon confirmed with accounts, of ^he 
Arabs having fired the Town and gone off wi hmuch treasure. 
Toe ^6h Reg ment was ordred in wiih the two Eighteen*, and 
t ie Rajjih invited to accompany thrm. 

On the 27,1b the Rajah h mfelf arrived, and paid me * vifif 
on the 28th. He is about fiveanJ thirty, of large bulky w*<f£ 
much good nature, and few words.

Canton, wa»rants us in presuming, that, if the chops 
vci n n it issued in the firv>t instance, they were granted 
at some after period pi t*\ions to the final dispatch of (he 
ships. Subsequent to that event, nothing certainly had 
occurred, iiuiuatjvc of an open luptuie between the 
Chinese government and the Committr e* of S'tipracergoesu 
On the conli« rj . it would apptar, that the pdlhts in 
dispute between them, had been s«t to r< r, by an adjourn* 
spent une the of the discussion. 

'i here are accounts, however, we are given to understand^ 
■which mention the occuuencc of another ail ray, posterior 
to that which had been the ravine of the late embar¬ 
rassment, and threatening coi ‘'t'que ik c s of a nature equally/ 
serious.

4t We are all building lieic, at a great rate ; but it will 
e< be long, 1 fear, before we ore comfortably settled; 
<( and thin, not without considerable expence. — The 
44 Olliccrs are much in want of money, and many of thqm 
(c are borrowing at eighteen per cent. They must have 
(< houses to shelter them ; and the Natives, as usnal, 
44 take advantage of their necessity. 

44 The climate here is pleasant; but does not seem to 
44 agree with the Europeans. We have frequent and 
44 violent storms ; but, as yet, no hot wind. Hail-stones 
44 of the sire of a nutmeg, fell two days ago, and did 
44 considerable damage. It is a matter of serious incon- 
ec venience dt a station like this, where a Regiment of 
44 European Cavalry is posted, that we have no running

The Mandarin, a Dutch sloop of war, under com 
mind of Lieutenant Vtdall of his Majesty's Ship Coma 
wallis, arrived in these Roads on Saturday Ifpt from Am* 
boytia, with Dispatches to his Excellency Rear Admiral 
Drury, announcing the important intelligence of the success 
of his Majesty’s ships Corn w aids, Dover and Samaraog, 
in an attack on Ainboyna* -« 

A Detachment of the Madras European Regiment, 
under the Command of Captain Phillips, and of the Coast 
Artillery under Captain Court, with the Marines and Sea#* 
men of the Ships, amounting to about 400 Men, were 
landed, under a bombardment from the Shipsj and, by 
a most daring and successful attack, succeeded in stifpiis* 
ing the Enemy and gaining possession of the place* 

The Mandann, Rambang, Madurosa, Margaretta 
Louisa and Hope armed Ships and six Merchaulnkm, tie 11 
into the hands of our Squadron; and the public Property 
captured, in Spire and other articles cn the Island, is 
computed at near three hundred thousand Pounds Sterling. 

The loss on our side is extremely trifling. Lieutenant 
Stewart of the Coast Artillery was slightly wounded itt 
the hand, and five Privates were killed and wonpiUd, 

A body of Javanese troops has been raised For the 
defence of the place, under the Command of Captain Phi)* 
lips, and Captain Court, as senior Officer, is in command 
of Ainboyna, 


Extract of a letter from an Officer of the Madras 
European Regiment, dated Amboyna the 7th of 
March 1810. 

*« I know it will give yon and our friends in the Regi¬ 
ment, gieat pleasure to hear from us, more especially as 
we can give good account of ©ursehas.—In the fytt 
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place, I am hagpy to inform you, we are all welt and 
hearty* 

VVe readied this place, in the highest spirits, having got 
the Voyage moie easily and comfortably than could 
possibly have been expected* 1 *-We stood for throe days 
off and on the place, undetermined ai to otir tnod6 of 
attack;—at last it was agieod upon, that the ships should 
amandin to the shoie and land the troops, marines and 
reamen near tfie advanced post**-wbich was to be carried 
ln$t$ntly, without firing a musket, If possible.—The ships 
|n fhe mean time battering in every direction.—The party t 
bejonged to bad to perform a most fatiguing march, and a 
worse one I never made, with a view of gaining the height 
pv#t the second battery.—We succeeded in these points 
beyond our most sanguine expectations.

With the bamaraag and wrh a party of troops from Madias, 
this fervice was atcompiiihed, failed from Fort St. George 
on hr 14th of O&ober, in company with the homcwircL 
bound fleet of Iudiamen. After convoying the F ect as 
fir as 170S. latitude, they proceeded (as we dated in a 
nimber of the Huikaru, pubufhed fome months agt ,} 
through the Straits of Sunda, in profccution of the objects 
of their expedition. 

4 1 he ciicumftances of the landing at Amboyna, the cApi. 
tplation of Fort Vitoria, &c. have been already pretty 
fully detailed in our feveral extra publications of the week ; 
and further particulars appear, in our Madras article of 
this day, Fort Vidloria is built in a low fituation, on an 
inlet of the fea, It is dtfciibtd as an irregular hexagon, 
defended by a ditch and covered way towards the land, 
and by a hornwoik towards the water. It 11 commanded 
however by two ranges of heights, within from 700 to izoo 
yards diftance; and, thofe heights being once carried, is 
incapable of offering any efft&ual refinance to an enemy. 
S.ncc the reftoration of Amboyna to the Dutch at the clufe 
of the lad war, confidetable exertions had been made to. 
wards improving the defences of the ifl ind. The principal 
military depot had been removed from Fort Vi&oria to the 
adjoined eminence, where it had been ftrongiy fortified, 
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new redoubts and batteries had alfo been conftrttfled at ▼ari- 
ous points ; and deep trenches had been cut acroft the priru 
cipal approaches, and covered over ^ with grafs andrubbitb, 
for the purpofe of entrapping any invaders, who might at¬ 
tempt to advance upon the town, All thefe contrivances, 
however, proved unavailing. The principal height where 
the depot was lodged, having been carried by ftorra, the 
guns were pointed againft Foit Victoria and the town, and 
the garrison fur rendered. 

The whole Britifti Force, which landed at Amboyna* 
amounted to 406 men only. Of thofe, 2 fo were feamea 
and marines ; the remaining r$o were compofed of a detach¬ 
ment From the Madras European Regemenr, and party of 
Madras Artillery. Captain Court of the Artillery com¬ 
manded the whole. The other Officers employed on the 
occafion, were Cstptains Phillips and David Forbes, Lieute¬ 
nants Charles Forbes, D. Stewart, and H. Kj d, and En¬ 
signs Curfham and Williams, of the European Regiment, 
from Mafulinatam. 

The Subalterns of this Detachment expeffc to flu re prize- 
money, to the amount of £, sooo each. 

The whole number of veiTcls taken at Amboytia, together 
with thofe previoufly captured by the fquadron under Cap¬ 
tain Tucker’s command, amount to £2. Of thfefe, however* 
so are Dutch Prows, Junks, and other final! craft, employed 
by the Government of the colony as fupply veflels ; and % 
are Siamefe Junks, which had violated the blockade of the 
Moluccas. The veflels of war arc 7 in number ; viz. the 
Ship Maftdartn , (formerly an American, and by much the 
fineft veflel, which the Government of Batavia had in their 
fervice,) of 16 guns and 66 men, taken by the Cornwallis 
on the 3d of February,—the Brigs Rambang and Hope , (the 
former of 18 guns and 100 men, the latter of 10 guns and 
68 men,) taken by the Dover on the 6th,—the Brig Madurefe 
of r a guns, and 2 Cutters, one of 10 and one of 8 guns, 
which had been funk by the enemy in the harbour of Am. 
bovna, and ratfed after the furrender of the place,—and, 
laftly, the Brig Margaretta Louifa % pierced for 14 gun*, 
but mounting only 8, captured by the boats of the Cornwallis 
under the command of Liutenant Peachy. Bcfides thefe, two 
large Dutch merchant {hips, 5 Brigs and 15 Sloops, fome of 
them richly laden with fupplies for the iflands, fell prizes 
to the different veflTds of the fquadron : and an American 
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Chip trading to the Moluccas was detained by the DdtfSt; 
and Tent to Bombay for adjudication. 

'Our letter from Madras ftate, that “ Banda was not 
taken, but was expeded Ihortly to furrender.** Captain 
Tucker, it is faid, propofed to proceed againft that ill and, 
tfs foon as he had placed Amboyna in a ftate of fecurity. 

His Majefty's Ship Bethquux, Commodore Byng, arrived 
at MaJns on the *gd ultimo, having efcorted the Fleet of 
homeward-bound Indiamen as far as lat. 7 ° 3 $ S. and long.

' On the evening of Saturday last, just about the hoitr 
of sunset, the hquse of Mr. Strettell near the southern 
extremity of Calcutta, was struck by lightning. The 
circumstances of this accident hare already beeu pretty 
fully detailed, in the India'Gazette and other papers of 
the week. The course of the fluid was traced to a hole 
in the roof, where it appears to have entered at the points 
of two iron crows, which had been left there by the brick* 
layers employed in finishing the terrace. it passed down 
the walls in two distinct streams, teaiing off the plaster, 
shattering the frames of the Venetians, and breaking to 
pieces the glass wiadows, in its course. In the upper sto¬ 
ry, the greater stream dislodged some of the bricks 
from the masonry of the wall, and projected them with 
such force, that they passed through the whole length 
of the drawing-room into a back apartment, where they 
were found on the ltoor near one of the eastern windows. 
A small stream appears to have diverged towards one of 
the upper corners of a large mirror in the second storj, 
stripping off the plaster iii its progress. It could not be 
traced further however, and is supposed tdflfere re-enter¬ 
ed the wall close to the mirror. The wliafl^Pburse of the 
two principal currents, from their first entrance at the ter¬ 
race, to the points at which they passed into the earth, 
was throughout distinctly marked. 

The advantages to be expected from the use of con¬ 
ductors in protecting houses from the effects of lightning, 
have seldom been exemplified in a more striking manner 
than by the history of this accident. It appears, that the 
electric stream was, in the first instance, divided into 
two blanches, by the attraction of the iron crows, which 
it found on the summit of the house. Each of these streams, 
in its progress to the earth, followed the direction of tho 
nearest windowbolts, on the side of the house down which 
it passed,—-doing no violence whatever in any part of 
its course, but where it met with non-conducting sub¬ 
stances. The preservation of Mrs. Strettell and two of 
lierchildren, who were close to the windows at the time, 
can only be attributed to the fortunate influence of these 
iron window-bolts on the direction of the fluid.

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On Wednesday morning last, an European Artillery¬ 
man was dreadfully wounded iu the arm, at the saluting 
battery in Fort William, in consequence of the explosion 
of the cartridge with which he was loading one of the 
guns. It was found necessary to amputate the limb im¬ 
mediately.

Captain Hamilton of this establishment, Commanding 
Officer of the Resident’s escort at Poona, was about to

#hips under equipment. 


A gentleman, who lately visited Rampoorah, reports, 
that most of the monuments constructed there, to the 
memory of the British Officers, who perished in that 
country during Colonel Monsoa’s campaign, have gout;

By the reports received from the upper stations, since 
our last, it appeals, that the same extraordinary weather, 
for which the present season has every where been so 
Temarkdblc, continued to prevail at these places, down, 
to a late date m the present month. A letter from Secrora 
of the 6th, states, that the temperature was then so mild 
in the cantonments time, that few had yet resorted to 
th e use of tat tees. During the whole of April, the air 
had been refreshed by fiequent showers; and, neither 
in ill it quat ter nor in any other part of Hindoostan, 
does it appear, that the usual hot wind of these months 
had been sensibly experienced. 

In this part of Bengal however, the Monsoon lias at 
length set in with considerable violence ; and, after a 
continuance of about five or six day*, has brought with, 
it a deluge of rain, accompanied by that state of the 
atmosphere and appearance of the sky, which are 
the usual piecursors of the regular wet season. 


The merchants of this port are already beginning to 
avail themselves, of our renewed connexion with the 
Moitr. >.as. Two small vessels, the Ceres and Suit j/, 
are now taking in freight here, for Amboyua* 
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On Saturday last, C. T. Metcalfe, Esq left this Pie- 
sidency by dawk for Banda ; from whence he will proceed 
by the shortest route to Sciudea’s camp, for the puipusc 
of receiving charge of the Residency at that Court, 
from Grtrme Mercer, Esq., who proposes to letuiu to 
Europe by the first ships of the ensuing season. 

Richard Parry, Esq. being compelled by the state of 
his health, to return from Bencoolen to Bengal, is to be 
succeeded in the office of Resident at Port Marlborough, 
by William Parker, Esq. at present one of th- Com¬ 
missioners for investigating the debts of 11 is highness 
the Nawaub of Areot.

On Thursday morning last, about eight o'clock, a 
body of Native caulkeia, to the number of about 40, 
proceeding across the river lo their usual work in Mr.

The weather at this time was cxtmmiy 
boisterous, and the sea so high, that, though the accident 
occurred within a short distance of the opposite shore, 
■not oue of these unfortunate people could by his own 
exertions have gained the land.—By the aid, hoaevei, 
of the boats which weie passing at the time, and of 
others which put ofl from the dock-yard, those, who had 
sufficient strength to keep themselves alloat, were pre¬ 
served.—The rest, (to the number, we understand, of 
about ten in all,) were totally lost, '["he boat, in which 
they were, was curried an ay by the current, and has not 
since been seen. 


On Thursday se’ennight, about 9 in the evening, 
JLieutenant K. E. Plumtroe, of the 9th Regiment of 
Native Infantry, threw himself from the roof of the 
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Lalcutfa Jail info the compound below,—and was killed 
on the spot. The deceased had, for some da\s befoie, 
betrayed repeated m.nks of insanity; and the evidence of 
a Khidimitgar, who saw him at the instant of his quitting 
the terrace, leaves no room to doubt, that he terminated 
he. life by a voluntary act. The Corenei’s Inquest, whidt 
sat on the body on the following day, brought in ac¬ 
cordingly a veulict of Lunacy. 

Lieutenant Plumtree had for some months before been 
impusoned for debt. lint, we undeistand, that an ar¬ 
rangement was on foot with his cieditors, which would 
probably have led to his speedy liberation ; bad not the 
lamentable impression made on his intellect by his pre¬ 
vious misfortunes, pioduced in the mean time the fatal 
accident above related. 


The European Artillery.man, who, as stated in our 
list, wafe so dieadfully mangled by tin- explosion of a 
cartiidge at the saluting battery of hort William, died 
of his wounds at the General Hospital, within two days 
alter the accident.

ISLE OE BOUIIBON. 


The following local and commercial information, re¬ 
lative to the Isle of Bourbon, is derived fiom an authentic 
private communication of pietty recent date ; and in.iy 
peihaps be found interesting to many of our readers.

The‘diip llheemoolah from China, has brought us art. 
*i C o lio.a that quarter down to the beginning of Apiil, 
and iionj P^irng to the 18th of May.—We have received 
by her a a ries of Penang Gazettes, extending to the i2th 
Ultimo ; but their contents art* generally unit: portant. 

Nothing further had occurifd, to dist rL* the subsisting 
amity betwc n the ConupiUtc of £uj>»a-C 2 /£Qes and the 
Chinese Government. 
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. The mercafttile accounts from Canton arte favourable. 
Cotton, we understand, was at 13 tale per pecul; and 
Opium had latterly experienced a quick sale^ At kn dd« 
Vauced price. 

Two of the principal Fa drone chiefs, with their jiinkr, 
and a body of about 1 /', 000 pirates, had accepted of Hit 
terms proffered by the Chinese Government, and had 
returned to their allegiance. The other squadrons still 
continued formidable, and prosecuted their depredations 
in the river of Canton as before. 

The followibg valuable Ships, which sailed from Bengal 
on the 17th of April, under convoy of the Barracou/a 
sloop of war, reached China in Safety, five days previous 
to the Bhecmooltih's departure ; vist. the Country ShipS, 
uiiis> iccp’45, Margaret and Frances , the Brig L* Union, 
and the Portuguese Shi, s, Andromeda, Car mo , and Luz• 

The Thainstone , Captain Tait, from the eastward, ar- 
xived at Penang on the 2£th ; and sailed again oil the 
51st of March. The &'olitnannee, Captain Finney, hum 
China and Malacca, arrived on the 30th of the same 
month; and sailed for Bombay, eaily in April. 

It appears, that an English schooner, called the Hope, 
commanded by Captain King, had been taken, on her 
voyage from Penang to Rangoon, by a fleet of JBuimah 
prows ; and, after a detention of nearly two mouths and ail 
half, during which time the cabin was plundered, and the 
Commander kept under constant restraint, her redemption 
had with great difficulty beten effected. 

By Tetters frmn Bumlclcuud received during the week, 
we learn, that Major Kelly hack resumed the command at 
Rukkeruttee, and had taken up an advanced position on 
the south bank of the Mcerhu^en river, for the purpose 

observing Gopaul Sing. The force of that chieftain 
was supposed to be considerably reduced ; and he had not 
for some time shewn hinnelf in the plains. It was ex¬ 
pected however, that, after the conclusion of the rainy 
season, if not at an earlier peiiod, he would again be 
brought into contact with our troops. 
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Major Delamaiu’d detachment, consisting of IS com¬ 
panies of Native Iufantry, two squadrons of Horse, and 
half a company of Pioneers, vfitii 3 six-pounders and 2 
gallopers, marched out of the district, on the 24th ultimo. 
The force left under Major Kelly’s command, co sists 
only of the Light Infantry Battalion (no* reduced to 
the five Light Companies, belonging to the several corps 
on duty m Bnndelcund,) two companies of th§ 7th Native 
Infantry, and a squadron of Cavalry, with 2 six-pounders, 
and a galloper. 


The Hon. Mr. Fdphinstonc and the gentlemen jf h's 
suite, were at Nujeena, on the 7tli of May, on their four 
through Rohilcund. They had renounced all intention of 
returning to Delhi; and proposed to proceed, by Ram- 
poor and Bareilly, direct to Futtyghur, wheie boats weie 
held in leadincss to convey them to the Presidency.

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It appeared on evidence, that on the evening of the day on which?

that the prifoner, after the feuffle was over, had gone to tha guard- 
room which was diflant about a hundred yards; had taken a bayonet 
thence which he concealed under Tome part of his drefs; had re¬ 
turned to the place where Conolly was, and engaging in a fecund 
fcufflc with Con-illy, gave hnn ihe mortal wound with the bayonet, 
of which he died, lie vas found guilty, but being, recommended 
to inercv by ilic Jury, was (entcnccd to be iranfported for 7 yean 
to New South Wale*. 

James Aheren, a MairnTs of Artillery m ihe fame fetvice, wa* 
indifled for the wilful murder of Dhurnia Gooncd, Hindoo, a Police 
Sepoy on the 17th March lufl. 

Tie pnfonei had been on guard at the Bazar Gatr of Bombay on 
that day ; on his return to hi* quaiters, he had unfortunately got 
intoxicated, rJ on the road be met with the Hot |c-keepcr o F an 
Officer, cursing h.s mafler’s Sword, which he wicled fiotn him. 
He proneded on his w;lv, till he came near the Chokec where the 
deceafed was fitting, when, without any provocation having been 
given, he afljulted ihe Sepoy md llrurk hun fcveral blows with 
the Sword, one of which milifted a wound of great length and 
depth on the fkull, which entered (lie brain ami was the caufc of his 
death. 

The Prifoner who had hern followed all along by the Florfe- 
kreper, wan after tin; traced by him into a Parlee liquor (hop, where 
v.ith the afiifiance of two Hindoos, the Sword was fore hly taken 
from him. 1 h* prifoner craped, but he was the next morning re- 
cognifed on parade hy the floile keeper and tlxc Hindoos, and ac- 
cordirgly taken nto cuflody.

A Proclama'ion was iffued at Canton, juft as the Be<moclah 
fnled, commanding ail the nations of the earth to import rice 
into the Chinefe empire. Copies of this proclamation have 
been lent round to Bengal, It eftablifhes, weundcrftand, cer¬ 
tain regulations with refpefl; to the delivery, and fpecifies the 
pi icc which the importers may expeft to receive ; but it does 
no t guarantee that price. 

The terms, on which the late arrangement with two of the 
principal Ladrone chieftains had been concluded, do not ap. 
pear to hive been remarkably honourable to the celeftial dy« 
nally, nor very well calculated to fecurethe permanent tranquiili. 
ty oT the empire. Both squadrons had indeed been ostensi„ 
bty buirtndered to the government of Canton :-^but it wa® 
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stipulated, again, that the Lad rones shonld not be dis¬ 
possessed from their vessels, but that their Commander, 
Coke Fo Foy, should become forthwith the Admiral in 
Chief of the Chinese fleets, and should direct their opria- 
tions against the other Ladroncs, who still perse tried in 
rebellion. 

In consequence of the alarm excited, by the great 
strength, and the growing spnif of enteipiizo, cli‘'pla>ed 
by the Ladrones previous to this adjustment, it appears, 
that the Portuguese Government at Macao had become 
doubtful of their own secuiity and had applied for a 
reinforcement qf troops to their neighbours at Manilla. A 
Spanish detachment was embarked accordingly, and arriv¬ 
ed at Macao ill the Portuguese ship Diana, on the 10 th 
of March. 


A French schooner privateer is stated in one of the pa- 
peis of the week, to have appeared oil the "West ('oast of 
Sumatra, and to have captured, on the 6 th of Apiil last, 
an American brig, off Laboonagee.

the murder of a Native, named Soobakce,— To this charge he 
pleaded ** Not Guilty". ® 
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TIjp cafe on ihe part of th* Crown was opened by Mr. 
k* t m 1*s o n ( who recapitulated the heads of the indictment. The 
Aovo CAlE GiNtRAL then add re fled the Jury, i" a fpeech, 
v l'ich, nor having entered l he Court untill near its conclufioiij 
%ve ,c gret ih’t we are unable to report. 

lhe firit Witnefs called, was Enras Maekintcjh Efq, ; who 
proved the Prifoner to be a navive of K gland, and an Officer 
m the Compaey’s feivice, and confcquently fubjedt to the 
) >rifditlon of the Couit. 

OoJoyram, Chokeydar, was thenfvorn, and depnfed : — 
tln t, mCartick laft, he was in the feivice of the Pufoner, 
J'it u ten ant Moody , and accompanied him on his march from 
Iddlii to Loodehauneh. On the third day, they halted 
at Gunour : and about five o'clock on the etduing tunning. 
Lieutenant Moody called to his Sirdar hearer to g-vr him his 
clothes. The bearer went into the tent ; hut nriih» » the 
clothes nor Lieutenant Moody ’s box wore to be found. In con- 
lequence of iliis accident, Lieutenant Moody de ermned n t 
to proceed on Ins match; and faid, iha>, as fo n as clay

hid brought with him ; applying fometimes the thong, and fame-* 
times die ft/ck. Mr. Moody was prcfenr, all the time ; and did not 
tell him to delift. While Nebaul was beating Soobahee , one ot the 
ZemindaiN Sepoys again requefted, that he jmght be allowed lotne 
abater ; to which Mr. Moody at length affentcd,—and water was 
brought by a boy, and given to the decea(ed,who drank of tr at two 
ot three intervals. At this time, the man was fitting 
on the ground ; and fermcd very ill, from the »fleet 
of the blows and third. As Nehaul llruck him, he cued our. 
In a pretty loud tone,* 1 Dooae, “ fahib, dooae ! why aie yon 
beating me Mr. Moody then asked the Zemindir’s Sepoys, 
whetlici Soobahee would be able to go to the village ; to which 
they ;m!weteJ, that it was a great diRance, and they did not 
flunk he would. On this, the prifoner O'deted the deceased 
to be brought back to the tent. He was tailed by theZemii'- 
dai’s Sepoy*!, and a 1 tempted (o proceed, but funk ag in to ihe 
ground at every two or tlueefteps '1 lie IVitneJs h iung occafion to 
go away did not lee how lie got to the tent. O.i Ins return, (about 
two gunee* of the day then remaining,) he Found S oobabee lilting 
near a ct)i with nit the tent. Mr. Moody called him in ; and the 
man crawled into the trnt, in a hquatmig poftur",—being unable to 
ftard nr walk. The H r itnef* fat down on the noth -e, and began to 
fnftike. Mi • Bloody then proceeded to beat ill.- decealed again, 
wnh ihe lame flick as before. The man exclaimed i 1 a*Fa mt voice, 
44 Oh God 1 oh God ! he is beating me, h' is beating me * ” At 
this time rhe IVitnr/s, from the ouihde of the tent, afked leave of 
Blr. Moodv, to go and cook his own victuals. As he approached 
the door, he oblerved Soobahee lying exhauOed on the ground, 
breaih’iig haid and his eyes twinkling and fomeutne!. doled al- 
togrlher. Mr. Moody was fitting on a ch«iu .—7 | 1C WitntJ\ Then 
went to prepaie h»s victuals ; and, while fo doing, he received an 
order from Mr. Moody , to get fume warm water ready. He let a 
bov to piepare it; and, as loon as it was retdj, went to inform Mr. 
Moo y. When he came to the tent, he faw from the door Soobahee 
lying dead, with Ins head ard (houldcrs ruled a lurle from thegionnd 
on a pillow. Moody (aid, he lud no oemhon (or tne wpter ; and 
doling the wall of the tent, directed the iVitnep. t*> allow no one to 
come in —The only one who did go in was 'caul ,—he went in 
wi h a light. Next morning, afterd.iy-break TAnc Wkn£ Moody lent 
for the Zemuuldi ; but he was not to be found. Mr. Bloody then 
went Inn left to Gunnour, :ind came back about 9 or il) X M. 
<)■. his return, he called together, the Gonlmnan, Nehaul and the 
Wilnijs j .u d pointing to the dead body, laid, ‘ do yon three take 
•hi* body, ind 1 Iw iw it into the jungle.” He fretted the C011- 
(onian, at the fame tune, to take care that no one (aw it , and told 
the others, that 'he Confoipan would lee thfle orders earned into 
efled>. Mr. Bloody then mounted his elephant, and pioceeded on 
his match' 7 be iervants roiled up the d^ad b dy in a karu'U, ?id, 
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placing it on a camel, were about to follow, with the baggage and 
the beebee in her palankeen, when rhe Gunnour Zemin Jar camt, 
and objected to their taking away the bddy. The Confoman how* 
ever perfifled in obeying hii mailer’s Orders; and they fet off accor¬ 
dingly. Aftir marching 5 or 6 cof§, they were met by * 
party of volunteer Sepoys, acquaintances of the Sepoys who 
Attended Lieutenant Moody. 4n confcquenee of what paiTed be¬ 
tween the two parties of Sepoys, the Confoman deftred the Sepoy* 
belonging to the Zemidar, either to go on before, of not to accom¬ 
pany them to Pannipu*. Seven or eight Sepoys accordingly fepe- 
rated from the party. At length when they came to a jungle nam¬ 
ed Semalra, the Confoman called back the camel, which had pro* 
ceeded a little way in advance ; and diredled the Camel-driver to 
flop, take off the body, and leave it in the jungle. The driver 
did fo, with the aiSilancc of Nehaul ; and the party proceeded on 
to Panniput, 

The fame Witnefk being croflr-examined by Mr, 

Fergu/on , as Couufel for the Prifoner, further flared; 

that he kept watch, during the night of the robbery; 
at Lieufenanr Moody's tent; bi|t heard no noife in the tent 
though he heard a noife proceeding from thehoufe of the deceafed* 
When Mr. Moody fet out in queft of Ghurreeb, the Witnefs went to 
bathe, and, dh his return to the tent, he found Nehaul beating the 
deceafed, as well as the other villagers who were in cuftody, with a * 
whip. He cannot fay, however, bow many blows Ncfraul give. He 
faw a large ftirk there, wi h one end as thick as a man’s atm; but 
did not fee Nebaul ufe it in bcaiing the deceafed. Hurrta Bearer 
was then near (he tent, cooking his victuals; and another Cbokey- 
dar, as well as feveral relations of the deceafed, were alfo {landing 
around. The tail blows given to the deceafed, were thofe given bp 
Mr. Moody in the lent. The fVitnefo faid before the Magiflrate, 
that he heard theie blows, but did not ice on what pat t of the body 
they took effett;—he did not fay, it was then night, and he could 
not fee. He was fmokmg at the fame time, on the out fide of the 
tent. He thinks, it muft have come to Mr. Moody's knowledge, that 
the Dobhee had «beat the deceafed: for he heard tbe deceafed fay to 
him, “ Your man had beat me, and you beat me alio yourfelf. 

The next fTitfl/fs called, was Geerdarrtee Chow dree, Zemindar 
of Gunnour. He Hated; that, one morning at about & A. M, in 
Caruc la ft, he was called from hia held* to Lieutenant Moody, 
who had pitched his tent within eo paces of ihe village. On going 
to the tent he found the deceafed, Soobakee, with his hands tied be¬ 
hind him, and a Waihertnan in the fervice of Mr. Moody, beating 
him, in Mr.Moody's prefeuce, with a flick as thick as a man’s arm. 

The Wafliennan held the flick in both hands, and ftruck him 
eight or ten blows, on the ribs, (honlders, and loins indifcrimmate- 
ly. Having ceafed, Mr. Moody htmfelf then took up another flick 
futh as is tiled iu grinding bang, and not qutte fo thick as the Wife 
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Hcfs’* wrifti and began alfo to beat him. Mr. Moody Held the ftkJc 
tkrith one hand only; and the blows which he gave the deceafed were 
cm the ihoulders, and n y t v e ^y fevere. Having ceafed beating him, 
Mr. Moody took hold of the firing by which the hand of tho 
deceafed were tied behind him, and conduced him in'o 
the tent. Luutenant M^dy then informed the Wit * 
tufs t that his property had Digpn ftojen und that part of 
it had beenfound on the deceafed. The Witnefs then quell ioned 
Soobahet, at Mr. Moody's rcqueil; and exhorted him, if he had 
taken the gentleman’s preperty y to reflore ii .—Soobabea how¬ 
ever, denied the theft ; and f»id, that he was going after 
fc.s hogs, when he picked up the articles in queflion from tha 
ground. The Witnefo told this to Mr. Moody ; and then left the 
tent. Mr. Moody began then to beat Sookabee again ; and the 
latter was heard ieversl times to call out •« Gburrteb ;** 
when Mr. Moody , turning to the deceafed, a Iked, if there 
was any perfon of th^t name, who lived in the neighbour¬ 
hood. On^being anfwered in the affirmative, he fet out in hit 
pilankeen, and dueled the Wunels to accompany him The 
Witnefs however had not reached the place, when he faw Mr. 
Moody returning. The latter faid nothing, at meeting ; and the 
Witnefs accompanied him back to his ten*. On arriving there, 
Jffr. Moody propofed 10 the Witnefs, that he fhould take charge 
of the thieves, and reimburlc the money which they had 
(lolen. This however the Witnefs declined; obferving, 
*hat he was a Zemindar and it was not his pro¬ 
vince. Soon after this, he was allowed to go home. Next 
morning, the Witnefs went again to the tent ; when he faw Lieuie* 
n&nt Moody fettmg out for Pannipu'. He was informed by the fer- 
vaots, that (Heir mailer had liberated the thieve!. But, obferving 
that one of the villagers was miffing, falpicions arofe in his mind ; 
bud thefe were confirmed, by the circumfiance of the purdahs of 
tho tent being clofed, and by feeing a kanaut carried into the tent 
by two fervants, and carried into the tent by two fervants, and earn¬ 
ed out again, with fomethiog rolled up in it by four, andjplaccd on 
a camel. The Witnefs exprefied a deli re to fee what was in tha 
kanaut ; but the fervants informed him that it was contrary to their 
mailer’s order, and proceeded to Pauntput. The Witnefs directed 
a Jemmahdar to follow the party, to obferve whether they threw 
away the body or carried it to Paoniput, and to report accordingly 
to Shah Abbas Khan, the Tufleeldarat that place. The part of 
the country to which he Witnefs belongs, is under the authority of 
the ReGdentat Delhi. The people apply for juftice to Shah Ab¬ 
bas K ban at Panmpur, which is 14 cofs diilani from Delhi, and 
where no European refides. 

In answer to a question from Sir William Burroughs, the 
Witnefs further Hated, that Qtdoyram Cliokcydar, after calling 
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lingtfie Witntfs, accompanied him to the tent, and mu ft have 
feen all that the Witnefs favir. The fum, which Mr. Moody, 
complained of having loft, was 180 Rupees. 

Okolaum Jelanne, ahiufaandman of Gunnojur, was the perfon, 
vtho accompanied the Zemindar to Lieutenant Moody's tent ; and 
depofed to nearly the fame facts* with the preceding Witnf% M 
He described the blows given by the Dhobee to the deceaied, in 
Mr. Moody’s prefence, as extremely violent, and the weapon uied 
on the occafion as a thick ftick, about a yard^and a quarter long, 
and of a tapering form. The blow# were given with the fhickc 
end. He ftruck indiscriminately every part of his body above the 
Wats*,, h g head excepted, and fometimes gave him punch?* 
b^low the ribs. Thp Witnefs did not hear any one order the 
Dhobee to beat the deceaied. The Witntfs was alio prefent on 
the following morning ; when the purdahs were let down, juft 
before the tent was ftruck, and the body carried out in a kanaut. 

Ramzaun Khan , a Cook (or Confoman) in the fervice of Lieut. 
Moody, next depofed ; that he had been fenr on by hit mailer, front 
Gunnour to Panniput, but, in confequence of the detention which 
occurred, was afterwards recalled, atid arrived again at Gunnourj 
about 7 or 8 P. M» on the day after the robbery. Mr. Moody had 
then laid down; and the Wttnefs did not fee him that evening. Ofll 
getting up next morning, Mr. Moody went to the Zemindar, to re* 
quire him to make good the loft; which the latter refufed to do. Mr 
Moody then returned to his tent, and defired the Witntfs to go into 
the tent, and fee, whether that man was alive or dead. The Witntfi 
did fo, and law Soohahet lying dead. On his reporting the fame to 
Mr. Moody , the latter faid, “ Do you, Nthaul, and the Chokedar, 

'* throw away the body in a private manner, fa that no one may fee 
** it.” Mr. Moody then mounted his elephant, and fet out for Fanni- 
put i and the body was difpofed of, as defenbed by the former Wtt- 
ntjfts. When about to depart, the Witntfs , in conformity wiih the 
orders received from Lieutenant Moody , defired the old Zemindar to 
accompany them to Panniput;—but he declined going. An old 
Cauzee of Qunnour required them to give up the body, which they 
refufed. No ft rangers were admitted into the tent while they were 
wrapping up the body, and Lieutenant Moody's orders were, to 
take it away fecfbtly ; but every perfon about the place, knew that 
they were carrying away a dead body. 

He further added, on crofT-examination, that the Zemindar had 
been called, for the purpofe of conducing the body to Panniput* 
and, had he accompanied it thither, there of coutfe would have been' 
no fecret in the matter. 

JV* oorah, a meafurer of land at Gunnour, was the laft Witnefs eal^ 

J c d on the part of the Crown. By Geerdatree's direftion, he had 
followed the camel, on which the corpfc was laden. He proceeded 
*ndl the party came to Semalka j when the Confoman defired 
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him to keep aloof* He did ib but faw th«m ■rot^hfla.ndirig 
•take (lie camel into a jungle, and make it kneel down. The 
Jcanaut was then taken off and opened, and a dead body turned out, 
which two of the party threw into a very thick part of the jungle. They 
then replaced the knaut on the camel, and proceeded on their jour¬ 
ney. The Witntfs fixed his eye upon the fpot, which was & edfe 
diftant from Panniput. As the night, however, was fetting in, hip 
did not go thither that evening; but proceeded to the Police Tati- 
nah at Poofcna, and gave information to Secunder Beg the 
tTanoadar. Boih went bak to the fpot on the following 
morning ; and found the cotpfe there, rolled up in a quilt. 
The Witnefi knew it to be Soobahet. The deceafed was a ftrong 
man about 35 years of age ; and Ihe Witnejs had fieen him fomc 
days before in good health. 

Here the case for the profecution was clofrd, Rnd the Prifoner 
called on for his Defence. He addrefled the Court and Jury* 
an the following words :— 

“ The ^afon of my ordering the body to he put on a camel, 
4 ‘ and thrown'nio a jangle, was left a not (hould take place ot\ 
“ feeing the body, as the whole village was alarmed and aftem- 
V bled near my tent. The reafon of my chaflifjng thed^cceafed^ 

was 10 recover my propel ty : — confequeotly, his death was the 
44 lad thing, which l cpuld have intended, as that did in the 
* 4 event prevent me from recovering my piopcrty. The deceafed, 
«♦ was no fervant of mine l had never Seen him, before that 
** day. I did not flrike him about any vi al part, but on the arms 
If and the back. A fervant of (nine heat him in my abfence, veiy 
44 feverely, in a manner enough to kill him,—which I did nor 
44 know of until after my arrival in Calcutta. On (he ajd of 
44 October, proceedings were held before the ToilerIdar at 
4 . 4 Panniput; and, X defired he would iranlmit them to Mr. 
44 Se en at Delhi; which he told mr, he would do. On my 
4 ‘ ariivol at Loodehsuneh and joining my corps, I alfo wrote to 
4 the Commanding Officer, giving an account of what had Iiap- 
4 pene«*. 1 did no^ know, ihqt the man was dying. 1 was 
4 fitting in my tent, whep X was told, he was dead, funmed'- 
,< ately ordered him, to be unbound, ai\d placed on a chair. I 
* conceive, that the blows, which I gave, could not have 

occafioncd Ins death. 4 ’ 

The fiift Wilnefs called for the defence, was ffsirri*, who 
had been a ticca-bearer 111 the fervice of the Prifoner, at Gen- 
uoun When lm matter and the Zemindar went in qurft of 
GAurreeb, they were abfeni for about 3 gnrreer. During that 
time, the Wiimefs had occafion to come out of the tent, where 
lie was dreffiug h>s viltiidls, wlien he faw Nehaul Dobhee ftrike 
Soebabfe three violent blows, one 6n the right and one on thfe 
lett (ide, juft below the nbs, and a tlmd over the fhouIUer, 
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wiib-the thick end of a laege pucka bamboo* wluchJte held fa 
both hands; calling on h*m ar the tame to peinf otl^ 

wheie the money was. The Witne/i afked A 'efiaul, if be was ey* 
ing 10 id'll the man; and fatal to ihe Icivry ; “ How can jr«i 
■* permir Sehaul to beat the man fo f Who Will be refprnfibte 
+ 1 for his Me, if, he kills him during Mr. Moody's abfence ?*• 
The fFitntf* then returned to the village, to cook his victuals. 
Ms had fcen the Dhobee alfo beat the deceafed, before Afr. 
Moody went to Ghurreeb ; but he cannot ntJcc any companion, 
which o( the beatings was the moil fevere. The deceafed ap¬ 
peared to be much huit, by the blows which he received during 
Mr. Moody's abfence. The Dobhee was beating him all day;—^ 
he gaVfc lurti a blow, whenever he paged. When lie was beat* 
ing him the fiift time, in Mr. Moody's prefence, the Zemindar 
ci^tfie, and Mr* Moody defired him *o ceafc, and to let the Ze¬ 
mindar bear what the man had to fay. The Witnejs did not 
inform Afr. Moody, of the Dobhee having. heat the decetfed 
his abfence. He did not confidei liimfelf authorized, to 
shake any fuch complain'. 

0 

On being crofs-queftioned by Mu. Smith, and bjr the 
Court, Hurria added; that the deceafed appeared to fuffiec 
much from the Dobhee’s blows, and called tor wa-er. The 
Dobhee faid, “ If any one gives him water, i wiil tell Aft-. 
Moody.** About a gurree had elapfed from this tnme, whui 
Mr. Moody returned. About 4 gurrees afteiwards, the Witngb 
went again to the tent; when lie law Mr. Moody bea*ine the 
deceafed. Soobahne was then fitting down, with his fidesfwetfL 
«d. He Teemed much exhaufted and near his end. Mr. Moody 
gave him 10 or 12 blows. The Witnr/s cannot fay, w her her 
the Dobhee ffiuck the deceafed with the fame dick in Mr. 
Moody's prefence as au his abfence. More than 3 blows however 
vtere given 00 the former occafion. When Getrdaree came, the 

Dobhee was beating the dedeafed with a bullock-whip. 

* > 

Vyafqi Bearer, confirmed the above tcflimony; and, added, that, 
during his m'aftei’s abfence at Gunnour, ihc Dobhee beat the de- 
ceafed violently both with the bullock-whip and ihc ft ck ; and that, 
from this beating, the man appeared 10 fuffer more fcveruy than 
from any other. When Mr. Moody returned, Soobabfe was fitting 
on the ground,—whether very ill or not, the Witness cannot fay. Jlfr* 
Moody began to beat him again immediately. 

tfjsnoo Bearer depofed to the fame effed, with this variation only* 
that he ftated the Dobhee to have been ufing the heavy ftick, and 
pot the bullock-whip, at die time of the Zemindar's arrival. So 
perfon, in prefence of the fVitnefs told Mr. Moody on his return* 
that the Dobhee had beat ihc deceafed.

\€*ptain Sir Tho mat HLamfaywvi then called, to give teflimony to* 
tie cbara&rr of the Pufoner. He Hated that he had been for two 
to the fame corps with him and was beiter acquainted with, 
kim than with any man in the Regiment, He behevedhtm, to be 
a *eiy quiet, hum me, good man.

Here 1 he evidence was concluded, and Sla JqHN Royds pro» 
crcded to addrels the Jury. The Prffoner at the bar, he obferved, 
f£6od indi&cd on a charge of Murder ; and, as the Counfel for the 
persecution had temarked in the opening^ the cafe was one, which 
well deferved the (crious attention of the Jury. A more unplealant 
«%fc indeed, in all its cucumftances, his Lonlihip had never met 
wrhh in the cnprle of his profeflional life, lhc Englifh law, jeaiquf 

w was is of every attempt to evade its penalties, yet made allow¬ 
ance *n Cfitam cafes for human fratlty. Heie lus lordfhip recapitu¬ 
lated the pi met pal circumftance<;, which are to be regarded, in dif-i 
•j&goifhing Murder from Manslaughter. The o>nly point, in which 
she p re lent cafe could be confidered, with the view of reducing the 
arrita* of the Pritoner to jMandaughter, was that of the provocation 
eCcahoned by rhe lofs of lus property ; and on that porut, he much 
feared, the facts would not beir him out. In the firft inftanee, 
♦here eeitainly had been very great provocation ^ and, if an un¬ 
lucky blow, given under the immediate impulfe of the feelings there¬ 
by excited, had proved fatal to rhe deceafed, there perhaps would 
hive Ken fairground to infer, that the Prifoner had not been ac¬ 
tuated by that delibeiate malice, which is uecellaiy to conOtture 
Murder. But, long after lhc provocation had coaled, when the man 
was brought back, nearly exputng to the tent of the Przjoncr, the 
I fine cruelties had bten repeated and continued. Ihe only queflion 
fheretorc foi the coiilideratton of the Jury was, whether the 
lion A given by the Fiifoner had been the caufe of the man’b death. 
^Jlf ibey could in 'heir m'ltds let the (ingle beating mftifcled by the 
Dhobee, agtimll the nuinberlcls beatings infttfted by the Pnjiner , 
with the piivauori'if food and water, and other cruelties, to which 
ihtr deceafed had beci expnfed by hu» orders, then they might U M d A 
>frdi£l of acquittal. Bur, in tint cafo, they mull have a very dif¬ 
ferent impredion indeed of thr* cafe, from his Lordfliip. They would 
jfColltil, that rhe jDb 'bee had in the fiiftiuftance beat the deceafed, 
prelence of the Prifoner, and encouraged by the Prisoner ; 
that he ufed the fame heavy Hick on that occalion, which He uled it- 
ferwatd rnhisablei.ee j and that Lieutenant Moody on nis return, 
though he fawtheexh«u ,< ed Rato of the man immediately^ reneyved 
The beat'ng. His Lordlhtp did not wilh to ftcal the nuuds of the 
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Jury again ft companion. Bat he lamented that h^could not brio^ 
his own iwnd%o the eoncluliun, that the decei^pd owed Jbw death 
to any o' her caafe, but the cruelties, which he hadfuffered irafic 
the Pnfoner. « 

The learned Judge then proceeded "to fum up the depotitions of 
the Wunefs, commenting on the evidence as he went along, Such 
flight contradictions, as occurred, he obferved, tended to Strengthen, 
rather than to weaken the general flory. It was only from a view of 
the whole proof, and fiom obfcrvmg the confiflency of the princi¬ 
pal circumflances, that the Jury cuuld foitn a cimc& judgment, 
iifier lecapuulatmg the evidence fur the Crown, h,s Lordfltip again 
reminded-the Jury of wh tit he conceived lobe the chief point for 
their conlideratiou,—the unrelenting ievcri'y of the Ptiluner, £q£ 
hours after the alledged piovocdtion. Not a Angle maik of com. 
pafflon indeed had appeared, in any part ol his conduit. Hie Lord, 
ihip would be the Ult to say any thing, to harden the hearM of * 
Jury , but he thought it his duty to declare, tlut, in his opinion, 
there was not the ilighell alleviating cticuinttunce to he found iruhe 
cafe. The Witncjfta lor the delence again had all fworn indeed, that 
a 1 eve re beating had been infli&ed by the JDobhee in the ablerceof 
the Prffoner ; bnt they had likewile fworn, that a linrnlar beating 
had beeninilided in Ins pretence. Several Wittiejfea had been called/ 
to the Pnfuntr’g character; who all agreed in lepiefenung him, «< a 
very mild, inoifenflve man. But then, ihe jury would recoJ^V, 
that this was fix years. And alio, even il his ehaiatfer wete Cuppwied 
by the teOiniony of all Calcutta, it uould be outsvcighed by lhe£ai|# 
tlm day in evidence. His Loitifhip then concluded, by a bitef re¬ 
view ot the principal tea'll res of ihe cafe, and of the points op 
which the decifion ought chiefly to turn.

a benevolence which mud ever coqfpicuoufly re fie ft the high, 
ift hohour on ydur public and private charafter.

Brig 
and part of the cargo, Claiming the fame as neutral property 
together withthe affidavits of Jan Pieter de Haan the writer, 
Jurgen Jurgens the Boaifwain, Lichee Sepprong, & Intje, 
Or Been, Paffengers on board the faid Brig, claiming a ce¬ 
rtain portion of the cargo ae nutral properte, have been 
received and admitted by the Court. The affidavits are 
regularly drawn up by a Notari and Sworn before the

The Trial commenced on Wednesday, 
and was continued by adjournment on Thursday, when one 
of the Jurors being taken suddenly ill, the Court, on the 
affidavits of three medical gentlemen, (declaring their opi¬ 
nion, that the Juror in question would notin all probability; 
be able to attend to his duty on the following day,) were 
under the necessity of discharging the Jury, and ordering 
a new Tiial. The case therefore will be brought forward 
anew, on Monday morning. 

With the exception of the above case, their Lordships,' 
we believe, have already gone through nearly all the im* 
portant business of the Sessions. The Grand Jury were 
dismissed on Tuesday. They have found two bills for 
Misdemeanour , against Chas. JBoddain Esq., besides 
several other bills of inferior consequence, which will 
stand over for trial until the next Sessions.

had brought him to a fhameful and untimely end. He then 
mounted the fcaffold with firmnefs, and died as became q, 
jpar* in his unhappy fituation/* 
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Extract of a letter from Jaulnah , datedMay 19 181$ 

if I arrived hece this morning with Colonel Conran* 
force. 

There is good hunting ami (hooting about is mites from 
this place, but it is dangerous from the number of wild beads. 
—I had yefterday a mod miraculous efcape, which is the talk 
and wonder of all the camp. 

I ufually go out on the Flank, and yefterday was beating 
down a Nullah parrallel to our line and about three hundred 
yards didant ; I had killed one Hate and was anxioufty 
looking out for another. 

The place appeared by no means dangerous, hecaufe the 
bullies were low and infulated. hut yet in one of thefe did my 
Be a tee difeover one of the larged tigers I ever fa w.

1 arrived at a low and narrow but rather long bu(h 
and had palTed to the further end when my Beatee cried 
out Saheb. Saheb— Baugh ! Baugh ! I withdrew a tew paces ; 
put two balls into each barrell of my Gun. over the (hot ; fenc 
one man to call afiiftance from the line and was endeavouring 
to get a fight of the animal—as the man who remained was 
pointing out his head, his legs and his face, but my endea, 
touts were vain—my bad eyes led me into the greated peril 
for finding, that I could not see him. I unwifely concluded, 
that he was further off than my Beatee declared, and with 
my Gun cocked 1 advanced crouching towards the bu(h. as I 
ex petted to fee him through the branches near the ground, 
which feldom have any foliage—but could not get a glimpfc 
of him—when lo ! as I had juft touched the outer fprays. 
the monfter rofe not a yard from me, and ru(hed out witti 
aroar that withdrew all my ft{ength. 

It appeared as if the bu(h was coming up by the roots—he 
brufhed me in palling and fprang at my beatee, when to my 
adonidiment 1 witneffed more courage and prefence of mind 
than 1 ever hope to fee again—as the Tiger was fpringing, 
the man undifmayed ftruck at him with his bamboo full in 
the face, and the Tiger turned oft*. I had neither prefcncc 
ot mind or ftrength to fire, and perhaps it is fortunate I did 
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not.—The Tiger galloped off, turned about and then gallop¬

touched me—The Only reafon (bat can be given is, that he 
inuft have been gorged—If I had poddled your eyes, J reuft: 
have killed him, when within two or even fix yards. X 
could eafily have lodged 4 balls in his head and 1 had 
brace of Piftols to have finilhed it,'*

For some time, we have heard but little, respecting the 
movements of the combined forces of Ameer Khan and 
llolkar ; and what reports oil the subject have reached us* 
have appeared in general so inconsistent with each other* 
ns to claim hardly any serious attention. We have ac 
length, however, received information, which we consi¬ 
der as authentic, and which distinctly confirms the intel¬ 
ligence from Muttra, to which we adverted with string 
expressions of doubt, in our last number. It does cer* 
t.i nly appear, that the ‘Khan, after having first com* 
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fctalely established his influence and authority in Me war, 
has taken the road to Jay poor. He is accompanied by thfl 
xt hole of the troops in his oWii immediate service, as well 
as by some part of the force of Holkar, in whose namfl 
he carries Ort the war. Beside levying a Considerable Con¬ 
tribution on the Jaypoor Raj ah, he had in view, it was 
understood, to possess himself of some of the forts aft£ 
terri-ories of that principality. 

Scindea, according to the last accounts, was near 
Soopoor, a fortress to the soulli of the Chumbul, xvhich 
he ieduced last year, after % long and arduous siege. Hi 
proposed to halt for a considerable time, in that neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The usual clamour for arrears of pay continued to pre¬ 
vail. both in Scindea’s and llolkar’s camp, and called 
for new subjects of extortion, to enable those chieftains 
to keep together their unwieldy and disorganized hosts. 

C. T. Metcalf, Esq. was expected in Scindea’s Camp, 
about the beginning of July, to relieve Mr. Mercfcrfrom 
the charge of the Residency. lie propo&ed to proceed 
by the way of Agra, atul from thenCe across the country 
to Soopoor, as soon as dank bearers could be laid. 


By letters from Scroor of the 1st current, we leant* 
that the detachment of the Bombay Army, which had 
Inarched into Berar for the purpose of supporting the 
force of Colonel Close, had returned to their quarters At 
that station, in the course of the preceding month. 

Colonel Close, with the Madras Army, had returned 
to Jaulnah. 

When the Brig, L'Union , Captain Reid, left Penang 
on the 8th current, t|je rich Opium fleet, consisting chiefly 
of Portuguese ships, which sailed from Bengal in April, 
was still lying in the harbour. This fleet is insured in the 
Calcutta Offices, to the amount, we understand, of near¬ 
ly 60 lacs of rupees. It was expected to sail, within a 
few days after L'Union's departure, and (it was fearsdj 
without convey. 
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The Auspicious ^ which left Bengal at the same trtitft 
with the above fleet, did not touch at Penang, bht 
passed on in prosecution oilier voyage to China. 

His Majesty’s Frigates Caroline and Piedmontaise , 
with the reinforcements for Amboyna, had reached Pe¬ 
nang ; they were there joined by the Barracouta, which 
vessel was destined to accompany them on their expedi¬ 
tion to the eastward. 

The markets at Penang bad for many months been 
Unusually dull ; though the news of the reduction of 
Amboyna had been productive of some temporary ele¬ 
vation. 

Extract of a Letter from Penang. 

c< Pena no ; June 7, 1810. 

“ I understand, a ship from Calcutta has passed the 
44 island, and intends to land her letters at Malacca. We 

have been unusually dull at Penang, for some time 
<4 past: hut the taking of Amboyna, and the arrival of 
44 Men of WaT, have in some measure contributed to 
44 dispel the gloom, that was visible on the countenances 
* 4 of the inhabitants. 

44 The Hesper is expected at Penatig, in the course of 
44 this month. We have the Piedmontaise , Caroline 
44 and Barraceuta here. They sail in a few days, to 
44 take Banda, and reinforce the garrison of Am. 
44 boyna. The recent transactions to the eastward have 
•* opened a fine field for speculation ; and Penang is 
44 completely drained of all Europe articles, to send 
44 to Amboyna.” 

The Dundee , Captain Ross, of Malacca, bus been cut 
off near Lingin, and every soul on board (one woman 
excepted) put te death by the Malays. 

It is stated in the Post of yesterday, on the authority 
•f a letter from Malacca, that the* Dutch had removed 
the seat of their government in Java, from Batavia to 
Soorabaya; and, as a preparatory measure, had rased 
all the fortifications at the former place. It is fur¬ 
ther stated, that a small English vessel, named the F/y, 
bound from Penang to Port Jackson, had been cap¬ 
tured, and carried into Soorabaya, 
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The unfortunate circumstances of the loss of the Taili¬ 
able ship Rebecca have been flready given in our Mon-, 
day’s publication, and are noticed under our Bombay 
article of this day. The Milford, homeward bound 
Country .ship, sailed from Bombay on the 1st current, 
the day following that of the Rebecca departure. It ap* 
pears from the following extract of a letter, from a. 
gentleman proceeding to England on the latter ship, 
that she would probably touch at Rodrigues. 

44 Bombay ; May 30, 1810* 
44 I have taken my passage on the Milford , Country- 
w ship, which sails positively on the 1st proximo, if not 
44 earlier. They seem to expect, that a passage, at thia, 
44 time of the year, will be made by a single ship like the 
44 Milford , in four months and an half, or five at the ut^ 
44 most. The Milford is a fine sailer. We touch at Ro- 
44 drigues, if the wind permits ;—otherwise, we do not 
44 stop, till we reach St* Helena. We have no children, 
S i and only one lady (the wife of the Captain,) on board.”* 


The 5th and 6tb Regiments of Bengal Native Ca¬ 
valry, lately ou service in Bundclcund, do not return* 
at present to Saharunpore and Meerut. The formeF corps* 
remains at Cawnpore, and the latter at Muttra; both* 
whi<jh stations, they have severally reached.. 

Extract oof a Letter from Cuttack. 

“* Cuttack; June 25, I8IO1 

44 The state of the weather at this place, has been for 
44 some time and is now uncommonly hot and close, for 
44 this season of the year. We haye only had rain five 
44 er six times since the first mouth. The grass is nearly 
44 burnt up; and the complexions of the Europeans are 
44 assimilating to those*of the Natives. Now and then, 
44 we have a sudden blast* of wind from the'south, and 
4C that most unpleasant. I have been- in most parts of the 
44 Company’s territory; but never found the heat so. 
444 oppressive, as it is here at present. Indeed, it seems, 
44 as if there weuld be no rainy season this year; ia 
44 which case, I fear this place will be but badly suppiu. 
ed with grain*” 
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The ship Fairlie has returned to Diamond HarbtiWr* 
where the whole of her cargo must be nnstowed, and 
additional dead weight taken in. Xt U thought, that she 
will not be ready for sea, before the beginning of August* 
Near 900 tons of Cotton, intended for shipment on the 
Fairlie , had previously, we understand, been returned 
to Calcutta. 

»> 

The brig Emily, lately arrived in this river, bad? 
sailed from Madras in company with the expedition, and 
Was intended for the same destination. She had on board, 
a small cargo of necessaries, for the supply ot the troops,, 
and of other articles adapted to the market-which she ex. 
pected to reach. Being a heavy sailer however, she part.. 
«d from the transports a few days, after they left Madras • 
and, after encountering various perils in the Bay for some 
weeks, was finally under the necessity of bearing up ta 
this port. The Emily works so extremely ill, that we- 
understand, she was in danger of being stranded at 
the mouth of the river, when she providentially fell in. 
with a pi lot. vessel, near the entrance of the south channel. 

The latest account of the expedition, is of the 19th ultiV 
mo ; when it was still about t 60 miles to the S. E. of 
Trincomalee. 

The supposed Maniac, who was found, on the evening, 
of Friday se’ennight, under the great canopy at the 
Government-House, and who called himself the King 
of England, proves to be a man formerly belonging to the. 
Pilot service. It is doubtful, we believe, whether he wax 
insane or intoxicated. 

During the storm on Monday last, the bungalow* of 
Captnin Luinley, at Barrack pore, w*vs struck by the lighU 
wing, and set on fire. The whole of the choppar, toge. 
ther with the doois, Venetians, beams, posts, and other 
combustible parts of the building, were completely con. 
sumed in loss than, an hour. Fortunately, however, no 
person received any injury ; and, by the exertions of the 
gentlemen of the station, some part of the furniture waft 
rescued from the dames* 
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dap of thunder, that followed the flash, by which 
Captain Lumley’s bungalow was destroyed, is described 
by those who witnessed it, as one of the most tremend¬ 
ous, which they ever heard. The storm hardly extended 
at all to Calcutta ; though the aspect of the sky continued^ 
throughout the evening, extremely menacing. 


On the same evening, which gave birth to the above ae» 
cident, the Theatre of BarrackpoYe was opened, for the 
representation of the two Farces of the Anatomist and the 
Upholsterer . Lord Minto and a party from the Parky 
honoured the exhibition with their presence. The unpro¬ 
mising appearance of the weather, however, havidg de* 
terred many intending visitors from leaving Calcutta, and. 
many others, being called away to assist in saving Captain 
Lumley’s property from the flames, the audience was less 
numerous than usual, and the curtain did not rise till nine 
p^clock. The awful conflagration, within view of the Thea¬ 
tre, which commenced just as the house opened, spread a 
damp over the company who attended, which even the 
facetious exertions of the actors were unable altogether to 
dispel. One of the gentlemen in particular displayed his 
powers, we understand, to great advantage, in both pieces. 
But, chiefly owing to the above circumstance, the effect of 
the whole was generally felt, as considerably more flat 
than on any former occasion.

SUPREME COURT OF JUDICATURE . 


The only case of interest , which has been tried at 
the Sessions since our last , is that of Mr, Robert Scott 
Douglas and two Natives , convicted of Arson . Our re¬ 
port of this case , which is of great length and import¬ 
ance, will piobably extend through several numbers. 
In the mean time , we present our readers , uith a sum - 
W(try of such proceedings at the Sessions, as htive not 
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hitherto been noticed in the Ilurkaru , together with st 
detailed report of one short trial of some consequence^ 
which took place about ten days ago . 


Tuesday, June \% y 18i(h 

The case of William Clark , who was this day brought 
to the bar, charged with the murder of Timothy Danish*. 
or, has bectt already pretty fully given i.i the other Cal*, 
eutta Prints. The deceased was kilted in a boxjlng match, 
to which he had challenged 'he Prisoner, and 1 which appear* 
ed$ from the testimony of all the Witnesses, to have been 
conducted with perfect fairness. The Jury at first found* 
a verdict of Justifiable • Homicide , and then of Excusable 
Homicide. They were each time sent hack by the Judge, 
and finally brought in a verdict of Manslaughter. 

The Prisoner was remanded, and brought up again- for- 
sentence, on the following Monday. The Chief Justice^ 
observed, that the circumstances stated in evidence, left no. 
room to doubt, that the deceased had been killed by the- 
blow which he had received from, the Prisoner. At the- 
same time, as it appeared, that the Prisoner had been for* 
ced into the confest > that during it there had been nothing 
dishonourable in his conduct, and that the injury which 
proved fatal to his antagonist had been accidental, the. 
Court, considering all the circumstances of bis case, were, 
of opinion, that he should he discharged, on paying a fine- 
of one rupee*. The Prisoner was discharged accordingly*. 


Wednesday, June 13, 1810. 

The first Trial which came on today, was that of two. 
Botchers, named Cheihja and Mnnnoo, the former indicted 
for Sheepstealing, and the latter fof receiving tjbe same, 
knowing them to be stolen. The identity of one of the 
sheep was clearly proved, by the testimony of the person, 
from whose custody they had been* taken ; and the guilt 
was brought home to Chcdya , by his own confession in 
presence of the Magistrate, before whom he had been, 
brought, in consequence of Munitooj in whose possession 
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&e sWep had been found, haring informed against him,—* 
<nd by the evidence of a woman, by whom the skin of 
another sheep had been purchased. He made no Othet 
Defence, than by asserting, that he found the sheep oil the 
esplanade, and that he had been inveigled by Munnoo y to 
make the confession before the Magistrate. Mutmoo** 
knowledge of the theft also appeared,, from the suspicion! 
circumstances under which ike purchase had been made, 
viz. the earliness of'the hour, the singularity of the place, 
and the lowness of the price. It also appeared, that ho 
had expressed his suspicion of the theft to Chedya • Tha 
Jury convicted Ckedya, without hesitation; but found it 
necessary to acquit Munnoo ,—the receipt of the stolen 
sheep haring taken place near Kidderpore, beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Court. 

C hechja was brought up for judgment, on Thursday,* 
Ihe 28th current ; when he was sentenced to be trans* 
ported for seven j ears to Prince of 'Wales* Island. On 
the same day, Munnoo was discharged ; with instruction! 
to deliver him over to the Magistrate of the 24 Pergun. 
nahs. ^ 

The next Prisoner brought to the bar was a Native, 1 
named Bolonautli ; who was indicted for a Misdemeanour 
with a felonious intent, in having attempted to set fire to a 
hut, situated in a bazar near the Chouringhee Road. It 
appeared, that the hut was uninhabited, and that repeated 
attempts of the Same nature, had been made on it, within 
the course of a few weeks. At length, an old woman, 
who was sitting late one evening at the door of an adjoin, 
ing dwelling, observed the Prisoner muffled up, and en. 
tering the hut. She called a Portuguese Cook, who was 
passing to his habitation in the bazar, to her assistance ; 
and they both went to the place together, and secured the 
Prisoner. He had a lighted substance concealed in his 
liand, which, at the instance of their entrance, he threw 
dowti, anil attempted to extinguish with his foot. He was 
found Guilty ; qnd, being brought up for sentence on the 
38th current, was adjudged, to be imprisoned for three 
years in the House of Correction, and, at the expiration 
of that time, to find security for his future good behaviour, 
himself to be bound in 1000 Rupees, and two others in 
600 Rupees each. 
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A Native named Kurreetn was then tried for Grattd 
X>arceny^ in haring entered the dwelling.house of an old 
woman, during her absence, and plundered it of every 
thing valuable. The alarm was given, just as he was about 
(o escape j and, after a pursuit of some contiuuauce along 
tjhe road, he was apprehended* lie attempted, without 
Success* to throw the booty into a tank, in the coutse of 
his flight. He was convicted ; and, on the 28th current, 
received sentence of transportation to Prince of Wales* 
Island for seven years. 

Another Native named Gour Ghose , was next brought 
to trial, on two indictments for the same ciime. The cir* 
cumstances of his case were somewhat singular, it ap* 
peared, that, in company with a Branain, he had gone to 
the house of two Prostitutes, both of whom, he and his 
associate had stupified with certain intoxicating drugs, 
(conveyed, as it appeared, through the smoke of a hub* 
fole-bubble,) and had afterwards taken their keys from 
their persons, unlocked their boxes, and carried away all 
their silver ornaments aud other valuables. The facts 
Were fully establishetflfby the testimony of the two women, 
and the Prisoner was convicted.—He also was brought up 
on the 28th, and sentenced to be transported for seveu 
years to Prince of Wales* Island, on account of the first 
offence, and for a like term, on account of the second of* 
fence,—the punishment of the latter to commence, from 
Che expiratiou of the first period of transportation. 


Thursday, June 14, 1810* 

A young Native woman, named Powshee , was this day 
brought to the bar, on an indictment for Robbery . in hav. 
ing seduced a child from it parents, and afterwards strip* 
ped it of its ornaments. 

The first Witness called, was Sheikh Nobgbdee, the 
father of the child, and a Barber by profession. He de** 
posed ; that, at 9 o’clock in the morning* of the day spe.^ 
cified in the indictment, he left his child (a boy of 3 years 
of age) playing in his house. Iie returned home a little 
after 9, and found all his family weeping ; on enquiring the 
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ciqse of which, he learned that the boy was 'missing. He 
and others set out immediately, in different directions, in 
quest of him. After a fruitless search, he returned home 
again, about 11, shortly after which, a woman named 
Rowshun came in, and informed him* that the child had 
been found, and, together with the person who had taken 
him away, was lodged in the Police Tannah at the 
Kawaub’s Garden. He proceeded forthwith to the Tan. 
nah ; and, on the road, met his mother, bringing the infant 
home. Haring accompanied them to the house, and pacifi. 
ed his family, he set out again, and proceeded to the Tan. 
nah, where he recognized his child’s ornaments, which 
were shewn him by the Jemmadar. He then came home ; 
and went afterwards, to give evidence against the Prisoner 
at the Police. His child was too young, to go beyond the 
limits of his compound; and always played, on this side 
of the Circular Road. 

In answer to a question from the Prison cr, the Witness 
denied, that she (the Priner) ever had been in the hab it 
of taking out the child ; and declared, that he had never 
6ecn her in his life before. 

MeahJaun , a bricklayer, and neighbour of Nob ah dee , 
had been alarmed by the noise excited in the family of 
the latter, by the disappearance of.the infant, and, having 
gone to enquire the occasion, was requested by the mo. 
ther to proceed with others In quest of it. He took the 
direction of Teejanueh. And, on reaching that place, 
(which is a mile and an half distant from the Mahratta 
Ditch,) he saw the Prisoner, Powshee , leading Nobitm 
bdee's son towards a bamboo jungle. He instantly ran 
up, seized the woman by her cloth, and took up the 
child iu his arms. It was then half past 11 o’clock. Ob. 
serving that the child was without its ornaments, he asked 
the Prisoner, what she had done with them. She told 
him, that they were tfed up in a cloth, which was stuck 
ill her v&ist. He asked her, what she had, tied up 
*in one corner^pf her cloth ; to which she irplied, 
\hat it was moorkee (a sort of sweetmeat.) The 
Witness had never sfeen Powshee before. She did 
not appear frightened, nor did she deny having taken 
the child. She said, she had brought it away to bathe 
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it, and had taken off the ornaments for that purpose. The 
Witness then conducted her to the Tannah ; and reported 
the circumstances to Buckus Sing , the Jemmadar. On 
Being required by the latter, Powshee , without hesita. 
tion, produced the’ornaments, which were the same with 
those now produced in Court. 

Zainoo Raur y a woman living at Banea Pooker, was 
next sworn, and deposed ; that she saw the Piisoner for 
the first time, in Choit last. About 11 A. M., while bath, 
ing in a tank, (a public place of resort,) she saw the 
Prisoner approach, with a child in her arms. The 
Prisoner descended about two feet into the water, and 
placed the child a step further down. The tank was 
very large and deep. Observing this, the Witness was 
afraid, thAt she might let the child slip and fall into the 
tank , and recommended to her, to take it up the steps, 
and pour water on it with her hand. The child was cry. 
ing much, ft had no bangles on its wrists ; but had a 
collar round its neck, and ether ornameuts round its bo¬ 
dy. After this conversation, the Witness came away, 
leaving the Prisoner and the child still at the tank. There 
were not many people then bathing j but several were 
passing and repassing, along the adjacent pathway. The 
house of Nobabdee is situated, about 40 cubits within 
the Mahratta Ditch. 

Being asked by the Prisoner, whether she had not ex. 
pressed surprize, at the Prison er having brought a child 
to bathe with its ornaments on, and desired her to take 
them off, she denied having done either. 

Buckus Sing , the Tannahdar, was then called, to 
prove, that the woman had been delivered over to him 
on the day specified in the indictment, and to corroborate 1 
the depositions of the other Witnesses . 

Joseph Gonsalves , Clerk of the Police, proved the 
identity of the ornaments, lie further deposed \ that he 
had gone to examine the spot, where the child was found 
.—that it was an out-of-the-way place, arffi three miles dis* 
tant from Nobabdee's house. 

Kullem Raur , the mother of Nobabdee , stated : that, 
between 9 and 10 o’clock iu the morning of the accident. 
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•he was silting spinning ; when she saw the child, (which 
|iad then its ornaments on,) go out to play in the, street. 
A few minutes afterwards, she missed it> 

The Prisoner, in her defence, affirmed, that she wa$ 
in the constant habit of taking the child about,—that, on 
this occasion, she took it out to bathe,—and that, on her 
arrival at the tank, she took oif its ornaments at the de- 
•ire of Zainoo Raur . In proof of these assertions, how* 
ever, she adduced no Witnesses .j 

Sir John Royos summed up the evidence. He re* 
grettecj very much, (as, he doubted not, the Jury would 
also r/?gret^) that the Prisoner could not be convicted, 
on the whole of tjje counts, by which she stood charged* 
She was indicted, for having put the child in fear, and 
deprived it of its ornaments against its will. There 
could be no Robbery in law unless the person robbed was 
put in fear, and by that fear was made to part with his 
property. Now, in the present instance, though the child 
had certainly cried a little, the .fury could uot infer 
merely from that circumstance, that it had been in* 
duced by fear to give up its ornaments. They might 
safely therefore put the Robbery entirely out of the ques¬ 
tion ; and make up their minds from the evidence, to 
bring in a verdict of Grand Larceny. His Lordship 
then proceeded, to read over his notes of the depositions* 
Having finished, he observed, that the weight of the evi¬ 
dence was in favour of the crime, having been committed 
with in the jurisdiction of the Court. And, if (he Jury 
should be of opinion, from the clear proof which had 
been given of the facts, that the Prisone” had taken away 
the child from its father’s house, and had deprived it of its 
ornaments, they would find her guilty of Grand Larceny. 

The Jury brought in a verdict of Gfaand Larceny ac* 
gordingly. 

The Prisoner was brought up with the others, to re* 
ceive sentence, on the 28th current ; when she was ad* 
dressed by the Chief Justice, in the following terms, 

Pozcshee • 

“ 1 never remember, in the course of my life, to have 

before met with a calendar, exhibiting such a variety of , 
t* primes, which make ona lament, that the punishments 
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** awarded by the law, should be so very inadequate tq 
their enormity. You have been guilty of an offence', 
(i which, dreadful as it is, I fear is but too frequent in 
this country, and for which I have before this had occa* 
“ sion to pass sentence of death. If a person had not 
<6 providentially stcpt in, and interrupted your purpose, 
“I have no doubt, but you would have murdered the 
child, which you were seen in the very act of attempt- 
<e ing to destroy. Others have not been so fortunate; 
“ they have completed their crime ; for which they have 
• c died. Not long since, the body of a child, stripped 
“ of its ornaments, was found in a tank; and the perpe. 
44 trator of the crime was apprehended and convicted, 
<c A tank too would have been the gl’ave of this infant, 
44 but for the providential interference, by which it was 
“ preserved. Lamenting, as I do, that the law does ndt 
44 admit of a heavier punishment, I pronounce the sen. 
44 tence of the Court, which is, that you be transported to 
44 Prince of Wales* Island for the term of seven years.** 

The trial of Povsshee having been completed, a man 
named Mahommed Reza was brought to the bar, on a 
charge of Grand Larceny , in having stolen a sum of 122 
Rupees, on board a river vessel, belonging to Mr, Ro¬ 
berts of Kedgeree, was acquitted. 

Monday, June 18 . 

The Sessions having adjourned until this morning, the 
Court again met at the usual hour. 

Lushkurce Butcher, who had been indicted by the Grand 
Jury .it the last Sessions, on account of a Nuisance , was 
brought to the bar and discharged,—no person appearing 
on the part of the proseputjon. 

The Court then proceeded to try a question respecting 
a right of way, on an actiou by indictment, brought by a 
Native landholder against Messers Kyds und Co . 


Tuesday, June 19 . 

The abeve case was this day decided, in favour of 
Messrs. Kyds and Co. 9 the Court being of opinion thaf 
no right of way had been made out. 
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Wednesday, June 20.

The Court proceeded this day to the trial of il/r. Ho- 
bert Scott Douglas , Sreekisscn Sing and Sumerrun 
Sing , on an indictment for Arson. They continued sit¬ 
ting until half past seven P. M., when the further hearing 
pf the case was adjourned until the day following. 


Thursday, June 21. 

The Court were this day going on with the trial for y/r* 
Jon, when one of the Jury was suddenly taken ill ; and it 
was found necessary, to remand the Planner, and order a 
new trial. 

A Native, named Amaruddee , was then tried on an in. 
dictment for Durceny^ in stealing fiom a duelling.house, 
450 Rupees the property of Mr. lleniy Watson. Ue was 
acquitted. 

Lastly, Messrs. Ned Campbell and Henry Dyson t Xmo 
gentlemen Cadets from Barasut, were tried and convicted, 
of an Assault on a Sircar naimd lleesonaut Dutt y ami of 
clucking him in a tank. An attempt was made, on the 
part of Mr. Campbell , to prove an alibi, hut failed. 
When brought up on the 28th, they were adjudged, Mr. 
Campbell to be imprisoned in the common goal of Calcutta 
for eight months, and to pay a tine to the King of 200 
Rupees, and Mr. Dyson to be impiisoned for six mouths, 
And to pay a fine of 100 Rupees. 


Friday, June 22. 

The Court assembled this morning; but, as it was 
feared, that the trial for Arson might last beyond two days, 
{in which case, the Jury would lie confined during the 
ft hole of Sunday,) they’ adjourned again till Monday. 


Monday, June 26. 

This day, the trial for Arson was resumed; and the 
Court continued sitting, until a late hour in the evening 
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Tuesday, June 20. 

The trial for Arson was this day continued, and brought 
to a close about midnight. The two Native Prisoners 
wiere-' convicted as principals, and Mr, Douglas as an ac* 
eessory after the faat. The whole of this interesting case, 
together with the sentences passed on the Prei oners, 
shall be given at length hereafter. 


Thursday, Jjjn* 28* 

This day, the Court assembled at 9 A. M. for the pur" 
pose of passing sentence oh the Prisoners convicted, and 
of delivering the gaol. 

Besides the sentences which we hare specified above, 
and those pronounced on the Prisoners guilty of Arson , 
JLieutentmf Moody , convicted of Manslaughter , was 
adjudged to be imprisoned in the common goal of Calcutta, 
for the space of twelve calendar i$onths } and to pay a fine 
to* the King of 1000 Rupees. 

The Prisoners acquitted during the Sessions, were then 
discharged by proclamation. 

A Native prosecutor, in a case of Perjury , who, from a 
reluctance to take an oath, had absconded, appeared at 
the bar, and expressed his contrition. He was severely 
reprimanded ; and discharged, on paying his recog* 
nizance. 

On amotion from the Advocate General, the Court 
granted a bench-warrant against Charles Boddam , Esq , 
who had not yet arrived in Calcutta, to answer the bill 
found against him. 

Their Lordships then further 'adjourned the Sessions 
until Monday next, for the purpose of allowing time to 
some Prisoners, charged with Conspiracy , either to 
find bail until the next Sessions, or to make arrangements 
for standing their trial immediately.
